cynical abortion reversal, and Roberts Scary prospect 


FOR THE PAST YEARS MITT 
ROMNEY HAS BEEN DANCING

When he tried to unseat Senator Edward 
Kennedy in 1994, Romney did a credible job of 
reassuring voters that while, as a matter of con- 
science, he opposed abortion, if a woman chose 
to have one it should be “safe and legal.” 

When running for governor, just three 
years ago, Romney maintained his philosoph- 
ical opposition to abortion but reinforced his 
civic commitment to choice. In fact, he effec- 
tively strengthened it by arguing that in this 
personal matter a woman should be guided by 
her own beliefs, not his — and certainly not 
the government’s. (Nice libertarian touch.) 
And, for good measure, Romney even nudged 
into the mainstream when he said he accept- 
ed the “substance” of the US Supreme Court’s 
decision in Roe v. Wade. 

But that was then, as the cliché goes; this is 
now. Having slaked his political thirst Bea- 
con Hill, he now covets — like so many local 
boys before him (John Kennedy, Edward 
Kennedy, Michael Dukakis, Paul Tsongas, and 
John Kerry) — the waters of the White House. To 
Move up, he must abandon old positions (some- 
thing at which he is clearly adept) and stake out 
more conservative turf. And to do that, he ve- 
toed a bill that would make access to a“morn- 
ing-after pill,” or emergency contraception (EC), 
widely available women who wish prevent 
pregnancy within five days after intercourse. 

The terms of his veto were particularly 
cute. Citing his campaign pledge not to 
change state abortion law, he adopted what 
seems to be a minority opinion that regards EC 
as an agent of abortion, rather than asa 
means of contraception. Thus Romney vio- 
lates the spirit of his earlier promise, which 
was Clearly meant to reassure voters, by invok- 
ing its letter. Very cute indeed. The good news 
is that the legislature seems to have enough 
votes to override Romney. 

Of less importance but greater significan- 
ce was Romney’s repudiation of his previous- 
ly civilized acceptance of Roe v. Wade, which 
for the past 32 years has guaranteed women 
the right have abortion. Romney’s 
new view, Roe v. Wade is null. Medically super- 
vised abortion would be void, unless a state 

legislature approved it. In blue states, such 
as Massachusetts, that would most likely 
happen, but not without bitter fight and 
much polarizing and poisonous anxiety. 
Women in red states, where access to abor- 
tion is already minimal, would have the op- 
tion of traveling to less-backward communi- 
ties. But those without the money 
would be forced into back alleys. It’s funda- 
mentalist thinking its worst: Third 
World vision for the 21st century. 

Of course Romney, a Massachusetts Repub- 
lican, is by definition an odd political duck. His 

White House ambition seems improbable 
many here Massachusetts. But report 


published this week in the Atlantic Monthly, 
which anoints him the Republicans’ “Next Big 
Thing,” deserves any credence, it might not — 
from a national perspective — be an entirely 
impossible dream. 

Voters seem to like electing governors pres- 
ident. And for the past 14 years, the Republi- 
cans have had a tight hold on-this state’s exec- 
utive office. Never mind that the local GOP is 
less a political party than a vehicle that en- 
ables the ambitious to take a shot at higher as- 
pirations with no apparent thought for the 
people who elected them. Take a bow, William 
Weld and Paul Cellucci. Like Cellucci, Romney 
even came to office complete with a female 
sidekick to add the shimmer of gender diversi- 
his pedigree. So, following the foot- 
steps of his cut-and-run predecessors, Romney 
seeks to make himself acceptable to the na- 
tion’s Republican yahoos. 

In a perverse sort of way, this might be all 
for the better. In little more than a year, when 
it comes time to elect a new governor, the large- 
ly suburban independent voters who in the 
final analysis decide statewide elections may 
finally wake up to the fact the Republicans are 
the party of “me,” not the vehicle for “us.” 


JOHN ROBERTS 

George W. Bush, who in 2004 won a solid elec- 
toral victory with a narrow popular vote, has 
seen his second term get off to a rocky start. His 
ill-conceived Social Security remake is in sham- 
bles. His nomination of bullyboy John Bolton as 
ambassador the United Nations fortu- 
nately, for now bogged down. And Rove-gate 
plants serious scandal right the threshold 
his duplicitous Oval Office. 

His nomination John Roberts, con- 
servative constitutional lawyer whose largely 
corporate clients typically pay up to $700 an 
hour for his services, was an inspired piece of 
political stagecraft. For the time being, it has 
reordered the Washington agenda.

Roberts’s middle-class origins, his engaging 
personality and obvious smarts — a summa un- 
dergraduate and a magna law degree, both from 
Harvard — anoint him a poster child of the 
work-hard, get-ahead American dream. 

Penetrating the fog that dream going 
to be difficult. Roberts’s tenure as a Wash- 
ington, DC, appellate judge has been a brief 
two years. So assessing his judicial frame of 
mind in action will, as Bush intended, be 
difficult. The clues to how he thinks and 
how he might rule will have to come from 
the files of the work he did when he served in 
various capacities near the top of the Reagan 
administration. The snapshot that has 
emerged so far is of a sharp and committed 
conservative. That is no surprise. His de- 
meanor intellectual, rather than political. 
But he is a partisan all the same: many who 
know him well suggest that his charm and 
personal appeal mask his extreme conserva- 
tive views. Chances are good indeed that he 
is only the latest clear-and-present danger 
foisted on the nation. 

In the weeks to come, we will be assessing 
Roberts’s track record emerges from the 
dusty archives of the Reagan years, and his 
partisanship will undoubtedly shine through. 
But what will probably emerge less clearly is 
how Roberts might rule on cases that involve 
abortion. It’s a safe bet that in incremental 
cases that could limit women’s options, 
will be on the wrong side. That’s all the more 
reason why he should not be allowed to equiv- 
ocate on the key question of whether he would 
vote to overturn Roe v. Wade. He should give 
what’s come to be called an up-or-down an- 
swer: yes or no. The all-but-powerless Democ- 
rats on the Senate Judiciary Committee are un- 
likely to force such an answer, however, and 
we will have to wait until Roberts is seated on 
the bench — seemingly a foregone conclusion 
learn his views.

Throwing the Right bone 


Governor Mitt Romney issued a 

one-two punch this week in his 
quest to show the country he’s a true 
conservative. In less than 24 hours, 
he vetoed a bill that would expand ac- 
cess to emergency contraception (EC) 
in Massachusetts, and then 
reaffirmed (or stated for the first 
time) his pro-life stance Boston 
Globe opinion piece. 

“The bill does not involve only 
the prevention of conception: the 
drug it authorizes would also termi- 
nate life after conception,” Romney 
stated in the July 26 op-ed, written to 
explain his action on the EC Bill (see 
“An Easier Morning After,” This Just 
In, July 22), which would allow phar- 
macists to dispense EC without a pre- 
scription, and require all hospitals in 
the state to offer EC to survivors of 
sexual assault. 

Romney argued that the highly 
concentrated contraceptive dose — 
which works within five days after 
unprotected sex to slow ovulation, or 
prevent fertilization or implantation 
of a fertilized egg in the uterus — can 
induce abortion. That claim has been 
refuted by doctors and activists, who 
insist that if a woman is pregnant, EC 
has no effect. 

Some suggested his motivation 
was more national than local, de- 
signed to court conservatives in other 
parts of the country in preparation for 
a presidential run in 2008. 

“I think the governor is more con- 
cerned with the lowa caucus-goers 
than with the health women the 
Commonwealth,” says Melissa Kogut, 
the executive director of NARAL Pro- 
Choice Massachusetts. 

Romney also contended that the 
EC Bill “disregards . . . the seriousness 
of abortion.” In fact, the bill does just 
the opposite, women’s-rights advo- 
cates say: EC helps reduce abortions 
bipartisan goal preventing 
unintended pregnancies. 

Noticeably absent in Romney’s 
opinion was any mention of how his 
veto might affect rape victims. “It’s a 
very serious disappointment,” says 
Mary Lauby, executive director of Jane 
Doe Inc., the statewide coalition 
against sexual assault and domestic 
violence. With his veto, the governor 
tuned out “a serious call for help from 
survivors of rape.” 

Luckily for them and all Massachu- 
setts women, both houses the legis- 
lature have enough votes to override 
the gubernatorial veto.

(LDS), taken from 1973 statement reproduced the 
Web site (www. ids.org): 
i The Church opposes abortion ... except in rare cases

i life or good health of the mother is seriously endangered or 
where the pregnancy was caused by rape and produces seri- 
ous emotional trauma in the mother. Even then it should 
be done only after counseling with the local presiding 
priesthood authority and after receiving divine confirma- 
tion through prayer. 


A private handbook for Church leaders also says abortion 
may be justified in cases of incest, as well as for fetuses whose 
| severe birth defects will kill them after birth. This stance is 
| different from that of the Catholic Church, which never 
permits abortion. 
There are some subtle divergences between Romney and the 
LDS. In the op-ed, Romney seems to think no fetal defect, 
however severe, can justify abortion. He apparently thinks 
abortion is appropriate in all cases of rape; the LDS 
Church cites rape resulting in “serious emotional trau- 
ma.” The Church also believes religious consulta- 
tion and “divine confirmation” should precede 
any abortion; Romney doesn’t mention anything 
religious (he’s only going to flip-flop so far). 
The American conversation about politics 
is still suffering from Kennedy Hangover, with 
questions about a candidate's religiosity 
reflexively dismissed as indelicate. It might 
be time to lose that baggage. Of course a 
politician's faith is going to influence the way 
he or she thinks about pressing issues; what 
matters is what, exactly, the nature of that 
influence is. With that in mind, here are a few fol- 
low-up queries for the governor: is abortion ac- 
ceptable in all cases of rape, or just some? Should 
religious consultation precede a mother's decision 
to abort a fetus? And broadly speaking, how did LDS 
doctrine shape your thinking as you grappled with 
this issue? (The governor did not respond to a request 
for comment as of press time.) 
There are no right or wrong answers. But as 
Romney gears up for a presidential run, the questions 
should asked.

Whenever MySpace president Tom Anderson 
wants to communicate with his social-network 
site’s 22-million-plus users, the omnipresent host 
posts message that appears above every user’s 
inbox. In the past, the 29-year-old musician/en- 
trepreneur has mostly used this tool to quell ab- 
surd MySpace-related rumors. Like on Tuesday, 
July 5, he wrote: “no, myspace will not be shut 
down ... no, I’m not darth vader. no, I’m not the 
father of britney’s unborn child.” 

But last week there was legitimate rumor, 
verified by external news sources: neocon billionaire 
Rupert Murdoch announced that he was purchas- 
ing Intermix, MySpace’s parent company, for

GAY-MARRIAGE FOES WIN QUIET STATE 
ALSO, RON CREWS BIDS FAREWELL. 


HAVE CATCHY NAME: MASSACHUSETTS SENATE BILL NO. 2158. 
AND ITS PURPOSE HARDLY SEXY: ADDING TRANSPARENCY AND RIGOR 
THE INITIATIVE-AND-REFERENDUM PROCESS. BUT THIS 


wonkish piece legislation could determine 
the course of the gay-marriage debate. Asa 
first step in a process that could culminate ina 
2008 ballot question, gay-marriage opponents 
have just under three months to gather 65,825 
signatures supporting a state constitutional 
amendment that would ban gay marriage 
without creating civil unions and Senate 
Bill No. 2158 dies an untimely death, their job 
will whole lot easier. 

The odd thing is, two weeks ago, the bill 
seemed like a sure thing. In a July 16 Boston 
Globe article, Senator Ed Augustus, who co- 
chairs the legislature’s Joint Committee on 
Election Laws, hinted that the Senate would 
approve it within a week. But after Augustus’s 
committee moved the bill with a favorable rec- 
ommendation, the Senate chose not to bring it 
to a vote before breaking for the summer. All of 
which means that it could be months before 
Senate No. 2158 becomes law, if it ever does. 

Why the sudden reversal of fortune? Put 
simply, too many people found too much of 
the legislation too objectionable. Senate No. 
2158 would make several key changes to the 
I&R process — which, for better or worse, al- 
lows the electorate take government into its 
own hands. For example, all signature gather- 
ers would be forced to attest, under penalty of 
perjury, that every signature they obtained 
was gathered in their presence, something _ 
known as the “jurat” requirement. The secre- 
tary of state’s office would provide electronic 
lists of every single signature obtained for 
every single 1&R petition. And anyone seeking 
to change the law through I&R, whatever their 
cause (banning greyhound racing, creating 
publicly financed elections, stopping gay mar- 
riage), would be barred from paying signature 
gatherers on a per-signature basis. 

The bill would also mandate public identifi- 
cation of major financial contributors to any 
1&R campaign. And it would explicitly ban the 
kind of bait-and-switch that occurred a few 
years ago, when gay-marriage opponents pre- 
tended they were circulating petitions against 
horse slaughtering to help get extra signatures. 

Most good-government advocates would 
agree that the last two restrictions make good 
sense. The others are more dubious, however — 
and in retrospect, they may have been deal- 
breakers. Implement the first, and it would 
basically become illegal to leave petitions out in 
public spaces like cafés and bookstores. This, in 
turn, would make it much harder to get the req- 
uisite number of signatures — especially for 
genuine grassroots groups relying on volunteers, 
rather than on paid professionals. The second 
would have invited aggressive lobbying by oppo- 
nents of any 1&R measure, and could have made 
potential supporters certain 1&R proposals 
change their minds. Provision number three, 
meanwhile, might well have been an unconsti- 
tutional abridgement political speech. 

As a result, even some individuals who sym- 
pathized with the bill’s intent concluded that 
amounted to legislative overreach. “What is the 
greater good?” asks Common Cause-Massachu- 
setts executive director Pam Wilmot, whose or- 


ganization backs some parts of the bill but op- 
poses others. “Is the greater good getting more 
people involved in democracy, or is the greater 
good preventing few more bad apples from 
breaking the law? the sole goal stop 
fraud, all sorts bad things can happen. You 
have to keep your eyes on the larger prize.” 
These concerns gave rise to a classic strange- 
bedfellows coalition, with Common Cause join- 
ing Secretary the Commonwealth Bill Galvin 
and conservative groups such as the Massachu- 
setts Family Institute and Citizens for Limited 
Taxation, opposing the legislation. 

According to Josh Friedes, advocacy director 
at the Freedom To Marry Coalition of Massachu- 
setts, the bill was aimed preventing fraud 
the I&R process, not hindering the latest push 
by gay-marriage foes. “I don’t think that the 
bill, as drafted, would have had a dramatic im- 
pact on whether or not the anti-gay-marriage 
amendment would move forward,” Friedes ar- 
gues. Still, one source close to the process says 
the bill “was being driven pretty much 100 per- 
cent by [pro-gay-marriage group] MassEquality.” 

The inability the bill’s proponents build 
a broader coalition allowed the Massachusetts 
Family Institute, along with other gay-marriage 
foes, to frame the legislation as an undemocrat- 
ic power grab by pro-gay-marriage forces. And 
once this happened, the bill became political 
liability for the Senate as a whole and for Senate 
president Robert Travaglini in particular. 
“They’ve been working really hard to brush up 
their image as fair and progressive and doing 
the people’s bidding,” one State House observer 
says of the Travaglini-led Senate. “Then, here, it 
looks like they’re changing the rules as quick as 
they can, before the ballot-initiative process 
starts, to make it harder. So it looks like they’re 
really manipulating the process.” Given recent 
political history — in recent years, the legisla- 
ture has overruled popular votes to cut the in- 
come tax and publicly fund state elections 
this was probably something Travaglini and 
his leadership team wanted to avoid. 

It’s still possible that Senate No. 2158 will 
make a comeback when the Senate begins for- 
mal deliberations after Labor Day. If it does, and 
if the Senate and House act quickly, it could be- 
come law sometime this fall. Earlier this week, 
Augustus told the Phoenix he’d open com- 
promising the more controversial parts the 
bill for example, eliminating the jurat re- 
quirement for volunteers, or by creating a data- 
base that prevents fraud while keeping the iden- 
tities petition-signers private. 

The goal, Augustus insists, limit the 
ability wealthy individuals and out-of- 
state advocacy groups to mess with Massa- 
chusetts law, not to cripple genuine grass- 
Toots civic activism. “We know there’s go-

A few weeks back, 
Crews, who is a chaplain in the Army Reserves, 
reported to Fort Campbell, Kentucky (home of 
the 101st Airborne, a/k/a the “Screaming Ea- 
gles”), to serve as an installation chaplain. 

Crews declined to discuss his departure from 
Massachusetts with the Phoenix— probably a 
wise move, given his new status as a federal 
employee. But Lieutenant Colonel Ed Loomis, 
the public-affairs officer for the 101st Airborne, 
had this to say about Crews: “We rely very heav- 
ily on chaplains to provide support to people at 
very stressful times, and he couldn’t be a more 
welcome addition to this military installation.” 

So how will Crews be remembered? Earlier 
this week, Josh Friedes of Freedom To Marry of- 
fered a surprisingly moderate postscript to his 
old adversary’s brief Bay State career. “There’s 
an old saying from Fiddler on the Roof —‘May the 
Lord bless him, and keep him far away from 
us,’” Friedes said. “That’s basically how | feel 
about him.

Today, after a dramatic, controversial, 
and very public ideological metamorphosis, 
the right’s most potent attack journalist 
has become the left’s most energetic attack- 
er of journalists. 

David-Brock, 43, is president and CEO of 
Media Matters for America (mediamatters.org), 
a year-old liberal media-watchdog group that 
proves he has not lost his taste for political 
combat the jugular. “Dedicated correct- 
ing conservative misinformation in the U.S. 
media,” Brock’s site aggressively posts between 
six and a dozen pieces of criticism, research, 
and commentary online every day, in hopes of 
influencing the ongoing news cycle. 

For example, last week, when much of the 
media concluded that President Bush made a 
shrewd Supreme Court choice nominating 
Judge John G. Roberts — who would not trigger 
an all-out confirmation war — Media Matters 
for America reacted by slamming the media. 
In an alert posted on the site, Media Matters 
attacked NBC, CBS, ABC, and the Fox News 
Channel for reports suggesting that Roberts’s 
remarks at a 2003 appellate-court confirmation 
hearing signaled he would uphold Roe v. Wade as 
a Supreme Court justice. MEDIA CONTINUE TO MiISs- 
CITE ‘SETTLED LAW’ COMMENT SUGGEST HIS 
VIEWS ON ROE V. WADE, blared the headline. 

Another posting assailed CNN commenta- 
tors who downplayed the idea that the White 
House pushed Roberts’s nomination dis- 
tract from the simmering scandal over who 
leaked the identity of CIA operative Valerie 
Plame. “In fact, news reports suggest the 
White House did accelerate the nomination to 
distract the media, and both Republicans and 
Democrats have suggested that the nomination 
was moved up to shift focus away from [Karl] 
Rove,” Media Matters countered. 

Brock founded the organization in part be- 
cause he believed that after several decades of 
fielding the right-wing charge “liberal 
bias,” journalists had become too easily in- 
timidated. The mainstream media “has over 
time come under what I would consider un- 
due conservative influence,” says Brock. 

“Pulling punches, second-guessing yourself 
result conservative pressure.” 

Given his own history, Brock knows plenty 
about conservative pressure. But he’s also 
aware that questions continue dog him 
his new incarnation. Who the real David 
Brock, and why should we trust him?

According Media Matters spokesper- 
son, date the site has attracted more than 
150,000 comments its discussion forums 
and generated more than 22,000 subscribers 
who have registered to receive research, publi- 
cations, and e-mail alerts.

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In its brief history, Media Matters helped 
fuel the embarrassing “Gannon-gate” contro- 
versy, raising questions about Jeff Gannon 
(a/k/a James Guckert), the obscure conserva- 
tive writer who tossed softball questions at 
White House press conferences. It worked to 
refute attacks on John Kerry by the Swift Boat 
Veterans for Truth. It has monitored the broad- 
casts of conservative talk-radio powerhouse 
Rush Limbaugh and publicized his more outra- 
geous pronouncements, And it embarked ona 
campaign to discredit the latest Clinton-bash- 
ing tome, The Truth About Hillary, by former New 
York Times Magazine editor Edward Klein. 

“They are part of a fledgling movement to 
get the liberal viewpoint on the radar — to an 
extent that it’s starting to make a difference,” 
says Craig Crawford, an MSNBC contributor 
and CQ columnist. “I really think that liberals 
are starting to make a comeback.” 


RIGHT HOOK 

Brock made his name during the roaring 
*90s, when talk radio, conservative journals, 
and sharp-tongued cable pundits kept the 
Clinton administration under relentless as- 
sault. A Berkeley graduate, Brock worked at 
the conservative Heritage Foundation and the 
Washington Times before hitting his stride the 
American Spectator, a publication that saw its 
circulation skyrocket from roughly 30,000 to 
about 300,000 by the mid ’9os. He eviscerat- 
ed the woman who nearly derailed Clarence 
Thomas’s Supreme Court nomination in a 
16,000-word article titled “The Real Anita 
Hill,” which later became a book. In his 
equally memorable and lurid “Troopergate” 
assault on the Clintons’ morals and lifestyle, 
Brock unearthed the Paula Jones episode. 

By the tender age of 32, Brock — a photo- 
genic, powerful, and gay conservative — had 
graced the cover of the New York Times Magazine 
as part of a new “opinion elite.” 

But then came a stunning cycle of confes- 
sion and contrition. It started with a 1997 


Esquire story titled “I Was a Conservative Hit 
Man.” Brock followed up with a 1998 Esquire 
piece that went even further: offered 
personal apology to Bill Clinton, the man he 
once tormented. 

In his 2002 book Blinded by the Right: The Con- 
Science of an Ex-Conservative, Brock copped to “the 
lies told and reputations ruined” during his 
days as a conservative. “I fought on the wrong 
side of an ideological and cultural war that di- 
vided our country and poisoned our politics,” 
he admitted. (Brock says he has never spoken 
with Anita Hill, but did send her a personal 
apology along with excerpt the book. Hill 
could not be reached for comment.) 

In 2004 Brock followed Blinded with The 
Republican Noise Machine: Right Wing Media and How 
It Corrupts Democracy, a book that described the 
nation’s media “as a powerful conveyer belt for 
conservative-generated ‘news,’ commentary, 
story lines, jargon and spin.” 

While researching that book and learning 
that the creation of conservative media- 
watchdog groups “was a foundation piece of 
everything else [the right] did,” Brock says he 
got the idea for Media Matters. 

These days, Brock has virtually no ties 
with his former colleagues. “I still have some 
friends that are Republican,” he says. “I don’t 
have relationships with professional conser- 
vatives, let’s put it that way.” 


MATTER TRUST 

Some other media watchdogs with a non- 
ideological perspective have a decidedly mixed 
view of Media Matters — and Brock. 

“In terms of accuracy, they’re generally 
pretty good as far as they go,” says Bryan 
Keefer, assistant manager editor of 
online media-monitoring 
site created by the Columbia Journalism Review. 
But they are “self-consciously lefty. ... They’re 
really only looking for things where liberals 
have been treated unfairly or where conserva- 
tives have gotten away with things.”

Tom Rosenstiel, director of the Washington, 
DC-based Project for Excellence in Journalism, 
says, “I don’t have a lot of patience for any me- 
dia criticism that is based in ideology. Frankly, 
[for] reporters who cover the news business, it 
makes our lives more complicated.” 

Brock responds to such criticism by assert- 
ing that Media Matters is filling a “niche” and 
not competing with groups that conduct ex- 
tensive content analyses and monitor stan- 
dards and practices. “We have a more narrow 
mission,” he says. “To work against undue 
conservative influence in the media.” 

More vexing for Brock is the cloud of suspi- 
cion that continues to hang over his work, in 
light of his ideological journey and confessed 
unethical behavior. “Once somebody has 
demonstrated himself to be an utterly un- 
trustworthy liar,” asks Rosenstiel, “why in 
the world would anybody think he has credi- 
bility now that he has switched teams?” 

Brent Baker, a vice-president at the con- 
servative MRC, says, “I just don’t see how 
he has any credibility when he does a 100 
percent flip-flop.” 

FAIR’s Rendall is kinder, saying, “The 
most important part of the change is not 
ideological, but that he seems to be getting 
the facts right now.” But speaking “tongue- 
in-cheek,” Rendall does add, “I would com- 
pare Brock to ‘Scrooge’ or ‘the Grinch.’” 

Brock pauses when trying to grapple with 
the personal-integrity issue. “If people don’t 
know me it can be difficult,” he says, “and 
it’s a totally legitimate and understandable 
question. 

“In the history ideological conversions,” 
he adds — a man now firmly planted on the 
left —“I’m not really aware of any that have 
changed twice.”

Without missing beat, Edes 
responded, “I’m the go-to guy, the 
House Man, the guy who waits 
see whether there’s white black 
smoke coming out the home 
sportswriter then changed the sub- 
ject, writing, “Hey, all serious- 
ness,” and directed the conversation 
pitcher David Wells, who was 
faltering the time. 

The unmentioned target this 
sarcasm was Boston Herald sports 
columnist Howard Bryant, whose 
April column about the death 
former Red Sox pitcher Earl Wilson 
and how was covered the

Boston Globe — ominously described “the grow- 
{ ing synergistic cartel” linking the Red Sox, 
the Globe, and the New England Sports Net- 

work (NESN), the regional cable station that 


broadcasts most Sox games. 

The common link among the three is the 
New York Times Company, which owns the 
Globe and became a minority investor in the 
Sox when the John Henry-Larry Lucchino-Tom 
Werner partnership bought the team and 80 
percent of NESN in 2002. Ultimately, Bryant 
wrote, “Such naked consolidation is a little 
too cozy to be acceptable.” 

Like a number of other observers, the Her-- 
ald columnist doesn’t detect a direct cause- 
and-effect between the corporate owners and 
the Globe’s coverage, saying, “I don’t know if 

| you’re going to see it trickle down as blatantly 
{ as we would all like, just to make the argu- 
ment easier, I think it’s more subtle.” Nor was 
Bryant’s column flawless; his inclusion in the 
“cartel” of WEEI, which doesn’t have a busi- 
ness relationship with the Globe, was hard to 
figure. (Although, given its position the 


Sox radio network, WEEI could be considered 
affiliate cartel member.) But Bryant’s basic 
concern — about what happens when a domi- 
nant media institution grows steadily larger 
less reasonable than was when press 
critic Ben Bagdikian first published his semi- 
nal work, The Media Monopoly, in 1997. 

The response from Globe editor Marty 
Baron and publisher Richard Gilman is that 
the proof is in the pudding: the paper’s 
é demonstrated willingness to publish tough 

stories about the Red Sox. The implication is 
that an institution like the Globe — long con- 
one the nation’s best dailies, 
| and home to a top-notch sports section — can 


effectively guard against the myriad conflicts 
that come with the turf in an age of unfet- 
tered media consolidation. 

Still, with steady cutbacks the Herald 
recent years, there’s no guarantee that 
Boston will always be a two-paper town. 
Bryant points to the danger of declining me- 
dia competition, noting that the Globe is “just 
another conglomerate that needs 
watched, just like the rest. If the situation 
was reversed and it was the Boston Herald that 
owned [part of] the Red Sox, the Globe would 
be having the exact same concern that I 
have. It’s all about the power.” 


TV, BEER, AND RINGS 


The earmarks of a potential “cartel” can be 
seen on NESN, where Globe sportswriters are 
exclusively featured on the Boston Globe Pre- 
Game Report and the twice-weekly Boston Globe 
Sportsplus chat show. The network also hawks 
subscriptions and the day’s paper, though not 
in a particularly heavy-handed way, during 
game broadcasts. Although Herald writers get 
tegular face time Fox Sports Net’s New Eng- 
land Sports Tonight, the matter-of-fact pairing 
on NESN — so prevalent that most Sox fans 
are probably inured to it — sends a message 
about the big power in town to baliplayers 
looking for cues how interact with the 
media. More important, while Globe writers 

| like Edes, Dan Shaughnessy, and Chris Snow 
are certainly highly knowledgeable, this kind 
| of marketing coup was what motivated the 

} Times Company to partner with the Henry- 
Lucchino-Werner team in the first place. 

The Globe has also been less than forthcom- 
ing times about its newfound interests, edi- 
torializing in 2002, for example, in favor of an 
enclosed free-keg zone on Yawkey Way with- 
out disclosing its own stake in the matter. At 
the time, the Herald’s Cosmo Macero Jr. noted 
three other occasions when the Globe editorial- 
ized issues that would affect the Sox’ 
finances without revealing its own financial 
interest, although Macero says the paper has 
done better job with such conflicts since 
| then. (By revealing plans earlier this year to

HOW THE HENRY-LUCCHINO-WERNER PARTNERSHIP MAKES NICE 


WITH BOTH THE MEDIA AND THE FANS 


After helping design the revised and expanded playoff format in the 

‘90s, former Red Sox owner John Harrington emerged as a power 
player in Major League Baseball. But when it came time to talk to local 
sportswriters, he was inaccessible. When the gates of John Updike’s lyric 
little bandbox were flung open each April, two million fans would still 
stream in over the course of a season — regardless of how little attention 
went to maintaining the ancient ballpark. Basically, the motto was, 
“We're the Red Sox — we don’t have to answer questions.” 

The Henry-Lucchino-Werner ownership team is warm and fuzzy by 
comparison. Even before helping Boston claim the ultimate prize last 
October, the three men (who purchased the Sox for $700 million) won 
praise for bringing more rigid baseball discipline to the front office — led 
by local son Theo Epstein — and fostering an array of fan-friendly im- 
provements (including placing seats on the Green Monster and extend- 
ing Fenway’s game-time perimeter through most of Yawkey Way) 

Charles Steinberg, the Sox’ voluble executive vice-president of public 
affairs, waxes poetic in talking baseball, hailing the sport as a “barrier- 
breaker and civic unifier.” He makes no bones about having reached out 
to sportswriters for feedback in designing a 2002 tribute to Ted 
Williams, this year's Opening Day pre-game ceremony, and other special 
events, citing the scribes as both keepers of the trust and barometers of 
the marketplace 

In 2002, when Steinberg reported to Fort Myers, Florida, for the first 
spring training under the new ownership, he was surprised to learn how 
reporters were relegated to a trailer with an inoperative bathroom 
“Triple-adversarialism” persisted among the media, the organization, 
and its players. As part of the new management, “We weren't out to 
change it — we were out to do it the way we doit,” says Steinberg, a vet- 
eran of the Baltimore Orioles organization. “And so | told some of the 
writers in the spring of 2002 that | wanted my legacy to be very simple: 
indoor plumbing.” 

Besides better media relations, there was another goal. “Every own- 
ership group vying to buy the Red Sox wanted a new ballpark,” Stein- 
berg says. “Only one wanted to keep Fenway. There's far greater glory in 
being the boys who saved Fenway.” 

Although the new ownership gets praise for its accessibility and stew- 


ardship of the Sox franchise, one sportswriter — speaking well before Fen- 
way’s left-field foul pole was dedicated to Carlton Fisk — says, “These 
guys sometimes go a little too far. There's definitely some licking the 
finger and sticking it up in the air to see which way the wind biows. On 
small matters, there's a lot of ‘how is this going to go over?’ talk.” The 
writer marvels at the institutional change — “from an arrogance and ‘who 
cares what they think?’ to almost preening for the public at times.” 

Sox fans, of course, are far more concerned about the high cost of 
an outing at Fenway — if they can even obtain the highly coveted tick- 
ets, most of which are sold by the start of the season. In contrast with 
the growing omnipresence of the sports media, the experience of actu- 
ally seeing games at Fenway has become more precious 

Steve Burgard, director of Northeastern University’s School of Jour- 
nalism, recalls going to almost every home game as a BU grad student, 
in 1975, by buying day-of-the-game bleacher tickets. Now, with the 
secondary market typically charging more than $60 for even a bleacher 
seat, “The Red Sox have, in fact, become a day at Disneyland for a lot 
of people,” he says 

Steinberg calls the question of whether fans are being squeezed 
“my biggest worry,” and he cites how the new ownership cut prices for 
1000 upper-bleacher seats, from $18 to $12, in recognition of the con- 
cern. “What you'd like to do is stretch your high end [ticket revenue] 
from people who will spend high sums for value and amenities, so that 
you can protect the low end.” he says. (In April, the team announced 
plans to introduce 1000 high-price premium seats over the next few 
years.) Citing concern that the rival Yankees will “open up even more 
daylight” with a more lucrative new stadium, Steinberg says Sox owner- 
ship is constantly looking for ways to increase revenue without detract- 
ing from Fenway’s ambiance 

Of course, as the Globe's Steve Bailey wrote in 2003, “most major 
league teams would line up for the Sox's problems.” including how the 
team, with the most pricy tickets in baseball, has sold out almost 200 
consecutive home games. And while the annual survey by Forbes maga- 
zine shows that the Yankees, with a worth of $950 million, continue to 
be the sport's most valuable franchise, the Sox were rated second, with 
a value of $563 million, a six percent rise from last year. ID 


keep the Sox Fenway Park for the foresee- 
able future, for example, the new ownership 
avoided potential conflict between the Globe’s 
editorial page and a quest by the team to win 
public funding for a new ballpark.) 

And then you have a quartet of Globe and 
Times execs — Gilman, Globe president 
Richard Daniels, former New York Times 
Company president Russ Lewis, and Jim 
Lessersohn, a Times Company VP (who, like 
Gilman, has seat the Sox’ committee 
minority investors) receiving diamond- 
encrusted World Series rings during Red 
Sox Foundation dinner in April. 

Another issue arose last year when the 


Globe-owned Boston.com acquired 

www. bostondirtdogs.com, a popular Web 
site that trumpets Sox news with tabloid- 
style headlines and barbed humor, merci- 
lessly attacking such favored targets as Shea 
Hillenbrand and Nomar Garciaparra. Al- 


though it’s not exactly news that some blog- 


gers use different reporting standards than 
newspapers, critics, including Bruce Allen’s 
www. bostonsportsmediawatch.com, have 
faulted Boston.com for blurring the line by 
incorporating Dirt Dogs’s sometimes shoot- 
from-the-hip approach (mistakenly report- 
ing, for example, that Garciaparra didn’t 
want World Series ring from the Red Sox) 


into what is otherwise a conventional news 
site. This summer, in an apparent nod to 
this concern — said to be a sore spot for some 
Globe sportswriters — Boston.com installed 
the following disclaimer Dirt Dogs: 
“Boston Dirt Dogs is a fan site produced by 
Boston.com. The Boston Globe newspaper 
and its Sports Dept. do not oversee the site 
and have no role in its production. BDD’s 
content is solely the responsibility of 
Boston.com.” Like Allen’s Web site, Dirt 
Dogs and Boston.com now also feature a 
daily round-up of sports stories from various 
New England newspapers.

Not surprisingly in a small town like 
Boston, there are a number of other connec- 
tions between the Sox and the Globe, includ- 
ing the two institutions’ use of the same bank 
and law firm. Consultant John Sasso who 
helped secure pledge public funding for 
a Fenway replacement plan in the late ’90s, 
was romantically linked with Meg Vaillan- 
court, who formerly reported on the Sox-busi- 
ness beat for the Globe and now heads the Red 
Sox Foundation, the charitable arm whose 
creation was stipulated by the team’s sale. In 
another such link, Doug Bailey, a former 
business writer at the Globe, works at Rasky 
Baerlein Strategic Communications, which 
does PR work for the Red Sox. 


CONFLICTING REPORTS 
To some, the Globe’s inclination to shrug 
off concerns about these overlapping busi- 
ness interests is more than a little myopic. 
There would be a hue and cry, critics say, if 
lobe publisher Gilman served in an investor- 
Management role with an entity such as 
Raytheon, but it’s deemed less serious be- 
cause the holding is a sports team — no mat- 
ter that baseball has long been a big business 
and that the Red Sox play a multifaceted role 
as a storied cultural institution with consid- 
erable civic influence. 

“Almost without exception, they have op- 
they’re afraid to criticize ownership,” says a 
sportswriter at another paper. “What does 
bother me — there is this double standard, 
that someone else was the same predica- 
ment about even the appearance of a 
conflict, the Globe would the first one 
mention it, but because it’s their parent 
company, it’s like, ‘Oh, we know how to take 
care it.’” 

This source also cites a widespread suspi- 
cion among other sportswriters “that the 
Red Sox are taking care their own” 
feeding the Globe slips and leaks about the 
direction the franchise and other news- 
and business-type stories. While some ob- 
servers dismiss this view, attributing the 
broadsheet’s coups simply good reporting, 
the Globe scored another big scoop during 
spring training, breaking the story of how 
the Sox ownership had committed re- 
maining Fenway Park. 

Charles Steinberg, the Sox’ genial execu- 
tive vice-president for public affairs, rejects 
the notion that the Globe gaining edge 
in coverage because of the Times Company’s 
investment. “If the Red Sox were give any 
preferential treatment the Globe, what 
benefit has that?” asks.

The same old ball game 


DESPITE CHANGES THE MEDIA LANDSCAPE, THE DAILY PRESS STILL SETS THE TABLE 


In some ways, a lot has changed since the 

days when the sports section in the 
morning newspaper was the unrivaled king of 
Red Sox coverage. 

The Internet and the 24-hour news 
cycle make it possible for baseball junkies to find 
a steady source of news. If they miss a game 
broadcast on NESN, fans can see Sox highlights 
three times by midnight on ESPN's Baseball 
Today and SportsCenter. As a result, game stories 
become something of a writing exercise, and 
notebook columns are the place where sports- 
writers for the Boston Globe, the Boston Herald, 
and other dailies try to generate fresh news 
and scoop the competition. 

Sports-talk station (850 AM) has 
proven a ratings success, mixing regular 
appearances by the likes of Peter Gammons, 
Curt Schilling, and Larry Lucchino with an 
in-your-face conservative viewpoint on the 
morning drive-time Dennis ce Callahan, the 
more mellow Dale ce Holley, and other program- 
ming. (In 2002, the Globe, citing offensive con- 
tent, banned its sportswriters from appearing 
on De and Glenn Ordway's The Big Show. The 
ban remains in effect.) The station scores peri- 
odic scoops; thanks to an interview with Terry 


Francona, it was first to report that Curt 
Schilling was bound for the ailing Sox bullpen. 
In the view of at least one sportswriter, WEE! 
has supplanted the Globe as a dominant source 
of water-cooler conversation for a certain de- 
mographic. “The chances are, if you're 25 years 
old and you're a sports fan, you're going to lis- 
ten to EE! at some point in the day,” he says. 

Meanwhile, and not surprisingly for a 
team with a passionate, far-flung following 
like the Sox, a multitude of blogs chronicle 
the team's fortunes. The members-only dis- 
cussion of www.sonsofsamhorn.net offers a 
high level of expertise, while the idiosyncratic 
Stewart O’Nan, co-author of Faithful: Two 
Diehard Boston Red Sox Fans Chronicle the 
Historic 2004 Season, as “Red Sox Nation's 
Mystery Science Theater 3000.” 

But despite all the changes in the environ- 
ment, the sports sections of the Herald and 
Globe remain thick with baseball stories, in- 
cluding several sidebars for each Sox game — 
sending a clear message that mediocre cover- 
age just wouldn't cut it in this town. 

The sparring between old and new media 
can be seen in the mostly one-sided pissing 


match between hip Sox blog www.soxaholix 
.com (which details the team’s fortunes 
through clip-art-style figures, New England ac- 
cents, and a savvy understanding of media) and 
Globe columnist Dan Shaughnessy. 

Years ago, Shaughnessy responded to a crit- 
ical e-mail from the site’s creator, Hart Brachen, 
by supposedly responding, “If you’re so smart, 
why don't you get a job like mine and get your 
own column.” On May 24 of this year, Brachen’s 
site was trumpeting the irrelevancy of print re- 
porters. “Ah, the hubris of these guys,” one Sox- 
aholix character sighed. “You think the CHB 
{curly-haired boyfriend, as Shaughnessy is often 
referred to] still responds to writers that way 
considering that a whole bunch of smart fans 
did start their own columns by way of blogs?” 
But by the next day, Soxaholix had again linked 
to a Globe story, this one detailing an inter- 
league game between the Sox and the Braves. 

Baseball historian Glenn Stout, series editor 
of The Best American Sports Writing of the 
Century (Houghton Mifflin, 1999), sums the 
situation this way: “If the newspapers shut 
down tomorrow, the blogs and radio shows 
would have nothing to talk about it, because 
they don't do the reporting.” ID 


this insider says. “It’s uncomfort- 
able conflict the abstract, but day-to- 
day basis, it’s made no difference at all.” 
Still, the source admits, “There are plenty 
people inside the newsroom who are uncom- 
fortable with the investment, but nobody 
asks about it.” 

Shaughnessy says the paper’s link with 
the Sox through the Times Company “puts 
everyone in somewhat of an awkward posi- 
tion. All can write what believe, 
and think and trust that the readers will see 
that we’re independent any financial 


conflicts or overlaps.” Shaughnessy doesn’t 
perceive any benefit for the Globe from the 
connections, “but I understand that it does 
raise eyebrows. would make wonder 
I was at the other paper.” 


PLAYING DEFENSE 

Globe editor Marty Baron says suggestions 
that “cartel” links together the Times 
Company, the Globe, and the Red Sox are 
plainly mistaken. “I’m not aware single 
instance where our coverage has been 
influenced by the corporate connection, and 


maintained our journalistic inde- 
pendence completely,” Baron says. When 
comes the perception possible 
conflicts, “All can address the issue 
reality.” 

Indeed, although some observers, in- 
cluding Steinberg, credit the Herald with of- 
fering more aggressive business coverage 
the team, the Globe has picked the pace, 
Tecently assigning Sasha Talcott part- 
time sports-business beat. The Globe has 
done its share tough stories, 
Sunday front-pager in April by Andrea Estes

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that described how the new ownership has 
significantly expanded alcohol sales at Fen- 
way, adding at least 16 new beer stands. 
Subsequent stories detailed management 
vows of a crackdown on drunken behavior, 


and how a Boston police officer in the three- 


member squad that monitors Fenway and 
other alcohol-serving establishments was 
also on the payroll of Major League Base- 
ball, as a security agent for the Red Sox. 
Baron acknowledges his paper’s less- 
than-perfect record in disclosing the Globe- 
Sox relationship in 
every story or editorial 
with a corporate con- 
nection, “but we try to 
be diligent about it.

legislative schizophrenia. 

The July 18 announcement that the state’s 
tax revenue rose 7 percent in the 2005 fiscal 
year (FY), which ended June 30, raises serious 
questions for debate. Is the state on a new rev- 
enue track, or was this a short-lived bump? If 
temporary, should the excess go to capital 
projects or to restore the rainy-day fund? If 
long-term, should we restore spending levels 
or cut taxes? Is now a time for economic- 
growth incentives or not? 

Don’t look for clear answers from the peo- 
ple in charge: Governor Mitt Romney vetoed 


$110 million of spending from the FY ’06 
budget, then proposed spending $1.8 billion of 
the surplus revenue. The state Senate decried 
deep local-aid cuts to Bay State towns, but then 
agreed to cut the state income tax if future 
budgets ever restore local aid to mere 2002 lev- 
els. Legislators in both houses did away with 
corporate tax breaks, while simultaneously 
passing new corporate tax breaks. They also 
opted for a two-day sales-tax holiday that will 
cost the state some $15 to $20 million, while 
failing to provide funds to solve acknowl- 
edged crises, such as the lack of criminal- 
defense attorneys for the indigent (see 
“Criminal Justice,” This Just In, July 8). 

And while Romney and the legislators 
discussed how best to play with the state’s 
supposed revenue overflow, municipalities 
continued to report dire economic conditions. 
The town of Sherborn sold Nextel rights to 
build a cell-phone tower on Brush Hill to 
pay for badly needed improvements to its 
emergency-communications system. Way- 
land is paying employees to opt out of the 
town’s health-insurance plan. 

“The loudest cries you hear now are over 
the decline in public services,” says Noah 


Berger, executive director of the Massachu- 
setts Budget and Policy Center. Yet restoring 
public services — those provided not only by 
local aid, but also by state agencies — seems 
to be the one option not under consideration 
on Beacon Hill. 

“I think the characterization of our poli- 
cies as schizophrenic is very accurate, and 
Says a lot about our state,” says Representa- 
tive Liz Malia (D-Jamaica Plain). “I don’t 
think we've got any kind of handle on an 
economic strategy.” 


STRANGE MOVES 


The strangest moves have come from (surprise!) 
the governor’s office. 

Most of Romney’s June 30 line-item budget 
vetoes applied to small, non-controversial 
programs rate increases that were ar- 
guably long overdue (see “Veto Proof,” page 
20). For most of these cuts he provided no jus- 
tification, other than that the dollar amount 
did not match his January budget proposal. 
State House pols are only half-joking when 
they suggest that Romney simply wanted to 
boast on the campaign trail that he vetoed 
more than $100 million, and plucked ran- 
domly until he reached that goal. 

He cut $175,000 from his own commission 
on gay and lesbian youth, $1.6 million in at- 
risk-youth matching grants, and $833,000 
from a youth substance-abuse program. “You 
would think he did not like children,” says 
Representative Alice Wolf (D-Cambridge). 
“These are very well-respected programs.” 

Last year, Democrats were able to restore 
roughly $40 million of Romney’s $108 million 
in FY 'os budget vetoes. This year, they put 
back almost every penny (the only cut they 
did not override was Romney’s veto of a new 
fee that sex offenders would have had to pay 
to register with the state). The vetoes were so 
indefensible that Republicans even joined the 
opposition: 10 of the overrides, replacing a 
total of $64 million, passed without a single 
dissenting vote in either the Senate or House. 

But even while asserting that, on his vetoed 
items, legislators should hold to the budget- 
ary dollar figures he proposed six months 
ago, Romney also bragged about the tax 
windfall and put forward ways spend it. 
On July 18, he proposed $1.3 billion in capital 
projects, including $400 million to colleges 
and universities in the state. He also encour- 
aged the legislature immediately reduce 
the income-tax rate. Romney’s office would 
not comment to the Phoenix about how all 
these pieces fit together. 


TAXING MATTER 


At least the governor doesn’t pretend to care 
about the effects of the last several years’ 
worth of budget cuts. Democrats in the state 
Senate do, which made their income-tax vote 
particularly strange. 

The plan reduce the income-tax rate 
percent, passed by referendum in 2000, is cur- 
rently stuck, with the rate frozen at 5.3 per- 
cent; the new rate will be “triggered,” as the 
economy improves, series measures

installed by the legislature. 

Republicans want to skip 
the triggers and roll back the 
rate now. Senate Democrats 
have rebuffed their plan, call- 
ing it a fiscal calamity for 
cities and towns, given the 
huge cuts in local aid over 
the past three years. Debat- 
ing the measure, Steven Tol- 
man (D-Boston) said that 
“municipalities are crying 
out ... for the state to help 
them out, so they can afford 
public safety and other serv- 
ices,” according to State 
House News transcripts. 
Steven Panagiotakos (D-Low- 
ell) spoke of “accounts we 
need to revive,” including 
badly underfunded higher 
education. Marc Pacheco (D- 
Taunton) chimed in about in- 
creases health-care and 
other costs, and the resulting 
decline in local services. 

All well-meaning and 
levelheaded. But those same 
legislators then promptly 
passed a bill altering the ex- 
isting triggers; under this 
measure, the tax cut goes 
into effect when local aid 
Tises to 2002 levels — which, 
at close to $5 billion, is merely $40 million 
more than the trigger required by the new 
FY ’06 budget. 

“This would strike the right balance,” 
said Senator Richard Tisei (R-Wakefield). It 
ensures that the state restores “aid that was 
cut” before reducing the tax, he explained. 
The Senate passed the bill

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towns, but the local aid 
paid out by the state were less 
than one percent higher, the 
cut would be a good idea? The 
bill doesn’t even account for 
inflation, let alone the types of 
cost increases Pacheco railed 
against. Average teacher 
Salaries the state are rising 
nearly $2000 a year. Health- 
care costs have risen per- 
cent since 2001, according to 
the Massachusetts Taxpayers 
Foundation. 

“The voters called for 
that,” Tolman says, trying to 
explain his vote. “I’m not one 
who truly believes in cutting 
taxes, but we have to report 
to the voters.” 

That argument isn’t fly- 
ing in the House, where 
members are openly critical 
of the Senate tax bill — and 
of the senators themselves. 
“I don’t know what they 
were thinking,” says one 
state rep. 

The House did not attempt 
to address the Senate bill be- 
fore recessing until the fall, 
and few expect the measure 
pass that chamber. 

But don’t start hailing the 
House as the voice of sanity 
too quickly. True, it opposes an income-tax 
cut, because the state needs the revenue. Yet 
the House agrees with the Senate on a two- 
day sales-tax holiday — a different, less pro- 
gressive way giving estimated $15 $20 
million of tax money back to residents, with 
no proven payoff. 

The House has also agreed to a massive tax 
cut for the movie industry. The bill is intend-

bring more productions like the re- 
cent filming of The Departed — to Boston, gen- 
erating new revenue. Opponents, like Repre- 
sentative James Marzilli (D-Arlington), argue 
that it will mostly just cut taxes for produc- 
tions that would come here anyway. 

Three days after the House passed the 
movie bill, the state’s Department of Revenue 
came down on Marzilli’s side, saying the bill 
would cost the state up to $60 million in rev- 
enue in FY ’o6 alone. 

That figure, if correct, would throw 
away about three-quarters of the estimated 


gain from another bill approved both 
houses: closing of certain other corporate 
tax breaks. Those breaks, the legislators are 
calling loopholes. 

Which goes to show that contradictory 
opinions are easy enough to justify. As Tol- 
man says, explaining his own votes on these 
corporate-tax bills: “Rather than contradictory,

Odd men 


The Rudds and the Incredible Casuals

here’s a famous story about the Beat- 
les in Hamburg: during a slow night 
at the Kaiserkeller, the club owner 
yelled at them to “Mach Schau” — 
jump around, act goofy, get people’s 
attention. John Lennon took that advice to 
heart, and the world was never the same. 

Few bands in town mach better schau than 
the Rudds. Sure, they’ve got terrific songs and 
impeccable ’7os and ’8os references — lots of 
bands do. But few people are more fun to watch 
than frontman John Powhida. When he jumps 
off the stage, unleashes his falsetto, and does 
suggestive things with the mike, you can tell 
he’s been waiting to use those moves since he 
saw his first Prince video. And when shows 
with a scarf and eyeliner, throwing covers like 
“To Sir with Love” into the mix, he’s plugging 
into the time-honored rock tradition straight 
guys pretending to be gay. 

Which brings us to the second Rudds al- 
bum, Get the Femuline Hang On. The title track’s a 
cock-rock anthem about embracing your femi- 
nine side, and the entire disc is about having 
it both ways — being funny and serious, doing 
heavy rock and old-school R&B. With guitarist 
Brett Rosenberg, bassist Tony Goddess, and 
drummer Nathan Logus now set as Rudds core 
members, the disc serves up their live show in 
the studio. The charm and flamboyance are 
there; so are the poignant moments, the sty- 
listic leaps, and the indelible hooks. As on 
their Rudds 2002 debut, Powhida is backed 
largely by folks who have their own bands: 
along with Rosenberg and ex-Papas Fritas 
main man Goddess, the mighty support cast 
includes Figgs leader Mike Gent, singer An- 
drea Gillis, and solo artist Bleu. Not the kind 
of line-up that comes together 
just anytime. 

“They must all get a kick 
out of me, and they’re all mak- 
ing me look good,” Powhida 
shrugs when I sit down with 
the band at the Druid in Inman 
Square. “People do get a charge 
because engage the audience 
—I’ll put a scarf on my head 
and be the class clown. That’s 
good, but I hope they know 
there’s something serious 
there too.” Goddess is less mod- 
est. “We do have a John Powhi- 
da Appreciation Society here. I 
started talking to him buying 
records at Disc Diggers one day, 
and my first reaction was, ‘I 
can’t believe I met this guy.’ 
There just aren’t many you can 
communicate with that lev- 
el. To me the Rudds are a band 
that can rock as hard as Cheap 
Trick, but there aren’t a lot of 
tock guys who can do the R&B 
ballads like can.” 

Indeed, on the new disc it 
was Goddess who ensured that 
three of Powhida’s soul ballads 
made the cut. It was also de- 


cided that Powhida would scrap his plan of 
making two albums — one a guitar-rocking 
Rudds disc, the other a soul-slanted solo al- 
bum with the piano songs and one 
with the best of both. And there was an ef- 
fort to keep the jokier songs on the cutting- 
room floor: “Scoopin’ the Poop,” tender 
ballad about a girlfriend with nine cats, was 
among the casualties. Could the result get 
some commercial action? “I think the har- 
monic and melodic value popular music 
has been on the decline since the ’7os, so 
people need to hear something like this,” 
says Goddess. Powhida shrugs. “Hey, I’ve 
always been out of touch with what’s popu- 
lar. How many teenagers listened to War 
Babies by Hall & Oates?” 

You don’t have to be a fellow record geek 
to love the Rudds, but it helps. Most listen- 
ers will recognize “Older Girls” as a cheeky 
power-pop homage, but not everyone will re- 
alize it’s answer Cheap Trick’s 
“Younger Girls.” Buried within the rock-and- 
roll slice of life “Oh No” (in which a band 
make an ill-advised second album) are refer- 
ences to the marriage of Powhida’s parents 
and his own career hang-ups plus the chord 
progression of Prince’s “1999” and a lyrical

nod to Randy Newman's rock-star send-up 
“I’m Dead (But I Don’t Know It).” 

You can also hear Powhida channeling the 
voices of Rundgren, Daryl Hall, and Robin 
Zander. “Those are the people always wanted 
to be; I felt challenged by those guys. The urge 
to write songs and get up there is harder to ex- 
plain. But it existed in me as a 14-year-old, 
and it still exists as a 39-year-old.” The Rudds 
have their release party, with the Jumblies 
and Bleu, at the Lizard Lounge this Saturday. 


Sometimes you can’t really appreciate a 

band until you catch them on their home 
turf. For years I'd pegged the Incredible Casuals 
as NRBQ’s country cousins, a perfectly skilled 
pop-rock band with some good tunes and an 
acquired-taste sense of humor. Then I caught 
one of their Sunday matinees last month at the 
Wellfleet Beachcomber, the Outer Cape surf 
dive that’s been the Casuals’ stomping ground 
for the past quarter-century. front built- 
in audience that included everyone from tod- 
dlers to grandpas, they let it rip, playing a few 
dozen three-minute songs, each one different 
and lots of them great. There was an effortless 
chemistry and an infectious good-time feel 
throughout. And the humor? Well, you had to 
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love leader/bassist Chandler Travis insisting 
that everyone in the family-centric crowd get 
shitfaced during intermission. 

This summer marks both the Casuals’ 25th 
consecutive summer playing weekly at the 
Beachcomber and the release of their first stu- 
dio album in more than a decade, Nature Calls 
(Sonic Trout), That quarter-century has seen 
personnel changes, personal ups and downs, 
even the near-complete sex change of their 
drummer. (The former Vince Valium is the 
present Rikki Bates.) But the Casuals still 
make it there every Sunday, and Travis, the 
one constant member, swears the core audi- 
ence has been there just as long. “That place 
has been the Holy Grail for us. It’s odd, I’d love 
to play somewhere else in the world, but 
we've played Boston maybe four times in the 
past 10 years. Every year at the Beachcomber I 
always think, ‘Come on, this lucky streak 
must have eroded by now.’ But we still get the 
same 100 to 200 people who've been there all 
along. And let’s face it: it’s hard to have a bad 
time playing rock and roll on the beach.” 

Many NRBQ fans still double as Casuals en- 
thusiasts, but since the two bands have been 
friends since 1969, and since singer/guitarist 
Johnny Spampinato was a Casual before he 
was a 'Q, the influence likely runs both ways. 
(With NRBQ in limbo, Spampinato is back as a 
part-time Casual on the new CD and a full 
member for the summer run.) Asked about 
the relationship, Travis hits on what makes 
the Casuals click. “There’s just a small hand- 
ful of bands who are openly friendly, who 
don’t mind if they’re in a picture smiling. It 
used to be just the Lovin’ Spoonful, the Sir 
Douglas Quintet, and us. NRBQ has the same 
problem we do — we both like to fuck up a lot, 
and we like to do stupid-ass shit. But we hope 
that doesn’t devalue the more 
serious things we do.” 

Nature Calls is arguably their 
most between-the-eyes pop- 
rock albuin, with singer/gui- 
tarist Aaron Spade contributing 
the more straightforward tunes 
and Travis the quirkier ones; 
the sole cover is an unlikely ska 
version of Otis Redding’s 
“That’s How Strong My Love Is.” 
Travis supplies the September 
11-inspired power ballad “Walk 
On.” And the Beachcomber gets 
invoked on the closing summer- 
and beach-related songs. “I 
wanted to save those songs for 
some other album, but some of 
the other guys were more psy- 
ched about them than I was. 
They sound like what we did 
20 years ago. But we put them 
at the end, to reward everybody 
for sitting through all the 
new sounds.” 

The next couple of months 
will also bring Japanese reis- 
sues of some early Casuals 
discs, including a remix of 
their long-scarce debut, That's 
That. And they will of course be 
at the Beachcomber Sundays 
until Labor Day. ©

Pixies frontman Frank Black goes Nashville and Newport

g he Pixies, as frontman Charles 
Thompson (a/k/a Black Francis/ 
Frank Black) likes to point out, were 
never a commercial success. Sure, 
they were huge in England. Yes, 
they had a late MTV/radio hit with “Here 
Comes Your Man” right before snagging the 
opening slot on a U2 tour and then promptly 
breaking up. And Kurt Cobain admitted 
numerous occasions, the song that catalyzed 
the alt-rock revolution — “Smells like Teen 
Spirit” — was his attempt to write a Pixies 
song. That and a mortgage will buy you a de- 
cent place to call home. But nobody in the 
band got filthy rich during the Pixies’ first 
run, from ’87 to ’91. And for Thompson it only 
got worse: his first three solo albums for Elek- 
tra, 1993’s Frank Black, 1994’s Teenager of the Year, 
and 1996's The Cult of Ray, sent him back to In- 
die Land while Pixies bassist Kim Deal scored 
an alt-rock hit (“Cannonball”) and a Lolla- 
palooza mainstage spot with her Breeders. 
Elektra didn’t even have much luck repackag- 
ing the Pixies for post-Nirvana mass con- 
sumption: the 1997 two-disc retrospective 
Death to the Pixies: 1987-1991 moved so few units 
that the label didn’t consider digging into the 
vaults again until word got out that the band 
were gearing up for a reunion. 

That reunion began more than a year ago. 
And you can’t blame Thompson for feeling a 
sense of vindication. I saw the Pixies in May 
2004 basking in the adoring glow of 40,000 
or more fans who’d spent the day in the 
desert outside Palm Springs waiting to cheer 
and sing along to “Wave of Mutilation,” 
“Bone Machine,” and, of course, “Gouge 
Away.” They’ve since been to Europe and back 
and zigzagged their way across the country, 
and if they didn’t quite sell out Boston Uni- 
versity’s new Agganis Arena, they've still got 
festivals in Portugal, Belgium, the Nether- 
lands, Germany, France, and, of course, 
Reading and Leeds in Great Britain to look 
forward to in August. Oh, and next week- 
end, along with Conor Oberst’s Bright Eyes, 
the Pixies will be one of the mainstage at- 
tractions hipping up this year’s Newport Folk 
Festival with an “acoustic” performance. In 
June, 1988's Surfer Rosa, the band’s first full- 
length, was belatedly certified gold for half a 
million sales by the RIAA. 

Thompson remains cautiously optimistic. 
Speaking from his home south of Portland in 
Oregon, he’s both circumspect and bemused: 
“I don’t know what to say . . . we have offers 
to go play shows. And we had an offer at some 
point to make a record from someone who of- 
fered us a stupid amount of money. But in 
general, record companies aren’t that zealous 
about the idea. They want to hear the product 
first. We have to generate some product first 
—ademo or something. And right now” — 
he laughs — “we're too busy filling up our 
briefcases with cash.” 

And yet Thompson has taken the Pixies’ 
triumphant return as an opportunity to record 
and release a solo project he’s had in mind for

new material recorded in Nashville with a 
band of seasoned sessionmen. Honeycomb — he 
tends to pick names because he likes the way 
they sound — is being billed by Back Porch as 
his first solo album since The Cult of Ray.

the Pixies. “I Burn Today” has a bit of a two- 
stepping groove and some nice clean country 
string bends; “Another Velvet Nightmare” 
something of a gospel blues in its chordings. 
“Atom in My Heart,” “Strange Goodbye” (an 
aptly named duet with Thompson’s ex-wife, 
Jean), and an amusing cover of the novelty 
tune “Song the Shrimp” (popularized 
Elvis in his film Girls, Girls, Girls) all have a 
country feel. At the same time, there’s a 
heavy Muscle Shoals R&B influence on Honey- 
comb that underscores the groove of the un- 
derstated “Lone Child” and the more up- 
tempo “Go Find Your Saint,” not to mention 
the Dan Penn classic “Dark End of the 
Street,” which Thompson delivers with as 
much aching melancholy as he’s ever invest- 
ed in a song. “Sunday Sunny Mill Valley 
Groove Day” is as pure pop as the unwieldy 
title suggests. 

“The objective wasn’t to make country 
music,” he explains. “There might be some 
countryish music on the album, but the idea 
was to make a rock record with some players 
who aren’t really rock players — guys who 
play quietly. Even more important than their 
chops is just their experience. It’s like when 
you see young band through sound- 
check and spend a long time paying attention 
to all of these particulars, like the sound of 
the hi-hat. But as the years go by, those par- 
ticulars become less important. It becomes, 
‘Let’s just play the songs.’ In the studio, peo- 
ple think they need all this stuff. These guys 
don’t need all that stuff. They don’t care 
about it. They just want to make music. 
Maybe it’s because later that day they have to 
work on their lawn or something, but what- 
ever it is has forced them to tune into whatev- 
er they have to tune into in order to make the 
artist and the producer very happy.” 

Those players included guitarist Buddy 
Miller, keyboardist Spooner Oldham, and 
drummer Anton Fig. And among the engi- 
neers who worked the sessions was Dan Penn 
himself. “It just so happens that Dan Penn 
wrote ‘Dark End of the Street’ and I'd discov- 
ered a Gram Parsons version of the tune that 
been driving around car listening 
over and over again because it connected with 
me. And at least three of the guys in the band 
had played on a couple of classic versions of 
the tune. So when I brought it up, Dan came 
out and said, ‘Hit it boys.’ 

The timing of the release of Honeycomb has 
to raise questions about the future of the Pix- 
ies. Thompson admits he gets a kick out of 
having new solo album out the midst 
all the excitement.

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No one needs to tell Scout Niblett to

plains, was “just a bit of performance art.” Al- 
though she donned a wig for the cover of Nep- 
tune, she doesn’t wear one on stage anymore. 

Three years ago, she left England for the 
US, where she’s been peripatetic resi- 
dent, wandering from Philadelphia to 
Bloomington (Indiana) to Oakland, where 
she now lives. She plans to stay in the US 
“as long as I’m legally allowed to. I prefer 
living there living England, though 
I’m not sure why. I’ve just always been at- 
tracted to America. And I don’t think I 
would’ve met the people in my band [gui- 
tarist/bassist Chris Saligoe and ex-Burning 
Brides drummer Jason Kourkounis] unless I 
was America.

The sound’s been complete- 
transformed.” 

Producer Steve Albini also helped in that 
department. Neptune is the second album 
Niblett’s made with him (2003’s IAm was 
the first). “When I’m recording, I like it to 
be as live as possible, and that fits perfectly

albums are great, and they’ve definitely 
been an influence.” 

Then there’s Niblett’s New England con- 
nection on the new album: the lengthy, ex- 
plosive instrumental intro on “Newbury- 
port” leads into a quieter, more reflective 
passage. The only lyrics are “I went there 
with my baby, yeah.” “That was a former 
boyfriend,” she giggles. “He had lots of 
family and friends Newburyport. 
beautiful place.” 

End of discussion. The good news is, 
Niblett’s music is more emotionally forth- 
coming than Niblett herself.

‘The Comedians Comedy’ hits town

Many comedians enjoy testing audiences, 

but the four performers on the “Comedians 
of Comedy Tour” start right at the marquee. If 
you think the roving cross-country night of 
stand-up featuring Patton Oswalt, Maria 
Bamford, Zach Galifianakis, and Brian Posehn 
has a stupid name, it’s probably not for you. But 
you think their touring mantle funny 
swipe at our pop-driven culture’s mania for 
hyping, well, everything, then their Paradise 
show this Wednesday might be your ticket. 

“It’s a way of thinning the pack a little,” 
admits Oswalt over the phone from his LA-area 
home. But by now — this is their second year 
touring together — the “Comedians of Comedy 
Tour” has its own posse. The tour is also the 
subject of a film by director Michael Blieden 
that’s been making the rounds at festivals. In 
the movie — titled, of course, The Comedians of 
Comedy — Bamford, Oswalt, Posehn, and Gali- 
fianakis are captured performing and filmed 
off stage telling stories about their wildest ex- 
periences as traveling laugh makers. 

The “Comedians of Comedy Tour” started 
when the four friends banded together to es- 
cape what they see as the stagnant comedy 
club scene. “We perform in rock clubs, so we 
can control the price a little more, and we do 
all-ages and 18-plus shows whenever can,” 
Oswalt explains. 

Although she’s had her own Comedy Cen- 
tral special, Bamford — who transforms her- 
self into innocent-but-wise country girl re- 
located to the big city on stage — is probably 
the least known of the pack. Oswalt, Posehn, 
and Galifianakis have appeared frequently 
films and on TV. Oswalt’s been in Blade: Trinity, 
Starsky @ Hutch, and Zoolander and a wide range 
of TV shows from Seinfeld to Reno 9. Galifi- 
anakis has been a regular on TV’s Boston Com- 
mon and Jimmy Kimmel Live. And Posehn has ap- 
peared on Mr. Show and is in the new Rob Zom- 
The Rejects. All four are also 
regulars on late-night talk shows. 

Oswalt is probably the most versatile artist 
on board. He spent two years writing for Mad 
and has written for the MTV Music Awards.

He scripted the 1998 indie movie Vermin, and 
since he’s a hardcore horror-movie buff, he al- 
so has a zombie-flick script up his sleeve. 
(When | invoke the Bela Lugosi classic White 
Zombie as we compare notes on pioneering re- 
animated-corpse pictures, he complains, 
“Yeah, but those zombies weren’t flesh eaters. 
The first movie that had them eating human 
flesh was Plague of the Zombies, a Hammer film. 
That was cool.”) For an unadulterated taste of 
his low-key weirdness, go to www. pat- 
tonoswalt.com, click “Special Features,” and 
Tead “Sweep the Leg and Wake the Gimp,” a 
delightfully twisted short story that’s a biog- 
raphy of Pulp Fiction’s vinyl-clad freak. 

I ask Oswalt to evaluate his gigs. “Stand 
up is the most fun, acting is the most re- 
warding, and writing is the most satisfying. 
I’ve always liked horror and science fiction, 
and to me, whether you're scaring somebody 
or getting them to laugh, you’re working the 
same mechanics. The key for keeping 
my imagination free and non-judgmental. I 
can’t let any filters go up.” 

That applies to all four Comedians of 
Comedy, who often use their routines as 
springboards for improvised absurdist free 
jumps. “The only problem with that reality 
now becoming more absurd than absur- 
dism, even if it’s not funny,” Oswalt ac- 
knowledges. “But I don’t think in terms of 
what I need to make something work for TV 
or the stage. I just try to make whatever I do 
Teally good and to avoid clichés. Everybody 
on the tour works really hard at that. 

think there’s lot comedians right 
now who are doing great work, and they’re 
taking outside the comedy clubs and trying 
reach younger audience like are. Right 
now, stand-up comedy is the best it’s ever 
been America. The ’80s comedy boom was 
just about commerce. What we’re seeing now 
is a creativity boom, which is alot nicer.” ©

ELVIS COSTELLO EMMYLOU HARRIS 
THE DELIVERY MAN DELIVERS 


Elvis Costello’s difficulties with the fair sex have been integral 
to his songwriting since his start, nearly three decades ago. 
“Alison,” which the audience sang sweetly along with last Sat- 
urday night at Bank of America Pavilion, is anything but a 
warm romantic love song. Give a line like “I think somebody 
better put out the big light because I can’t stand to see you this 
way” a close listen before choosing it as a wedding theme. But 
The Delivery Man (Lost Highway), his latest disc with his latest 
band, the Imposters, takes the cake: not only did he write a 
tune (“The Judgment”) about a relationship in ruins with ex- 
wife Cait O’Riordan, but he brings both Lucinda Williams and 
Emmylou Harris for duets while dedicating disc laced with 
guilt, betrayal, and crimes of the heart to his current wife, 
jazz singer Diana Krall. Call it truth in advertising. 

Costello strode on stage with his Imposters (keyboardist Steve 
Nieve and drummer Pete Thomas of his old long-time band the 
Attractions plus Nashville bassist Davey Faragher), grabbed a 
Telecaster, and kicked into the noisy “Hurry Down Doomsday 
(the Bugs Are Taking Over),” a deep cut with a Bo Diddley beat 
from Mighty like a Rose made all the more discordant by Nieve’s 
newest acquisition, a theremin. Before long, a fourth Imposter 
arrived: Larry Campbell, a Nashville specialist whose pedal steel 
gave some authentic country to “Waiting for the End of the 
World.” Next, a radiant Emmylou joined the party for another 
vintage nugget, “Stranger in the House,” that reminded us 
country’s nothing new for Costello. If at first Harris, who has a 
special gift for harmonizing, struggled to find her place, it was 
only because they’d never done that tune together before. 


For the rest of the 30-plus song set, Costello kept the crowd © 


off balance, segueing from George Jones’s “These Days (I Bare- 
ly Get By)” to “Sleepless Nights,” a tune Harris famously sang 
with the late Gram Parsons, to Merle Haggard’s “Tonight the 
Bottle Let Down” track Elvis recorded Blue) 
Costello’s own “Indoor Fireworks.” A gorgeous encore of the 
Stones’ “Wild Horses,” with rejoining the band af- 
ter a short respite, would have been shocking back in Costel- 
lo’s angry-young-man days. But 27 years later, it seemed per- 
fectly natural. _Matt Ashare 


MARIA TAYLOR STATISTICS 
ALL THE FAMILY 


half the harmonizing indie-folk duo Azure Ray, Maria 
Taylor has spent the past several years finding her place at the 
increasingly crowded table at Omaha’s incestuous Saddle 
Creek label, lending her alluring voice to tracks by Conor 
Oberst’s Bright Eyes and his new-wave pals the Faint and per- 
forming as one fourth of Now It’s Overheard. So it’s no sur- 
prise find Oberst and number other indie luminaries 
helping Taylor out on her solo debut, 11:11 (Saddle Creek), an 
album which she explores her Southern roots (she arrived 
in Omaha via Athens), tries her hand at a little electro-organ- 
ic dream pop, and exudes the quiet grace of Mazzy Star’s Hope 
Sandoval. (Azure Ray partner Orenda Fink’s Saddle Creek solo 
debut, Invisible Ones, hits stores August 23.) In keeping with 
Azure Ray’s indie team spirit, Taylor is touring with Statis- 
tics, the hard-yet-tunefully rocking emo-leaning band under 
whose moniker singer/songwriter/guitarist David Dalley 
records for Jade Tree. At first the pairing seemed odd, but by 
the end of the show a week ago Thursday at T.T. the Bear’s 
Place, it all made sense. 

Fleshed out to a trio, Statistics kept things short and bit- 
tersweet as they focused on the surging melodies, mathemat- 


ically complex rhythmic shifts, and moody overtones of half a 


dozen tunes from the new Often Lie (Jade Tree), including “No 
Promises,” with its Pixies-ish “Where Is My Mind” riff, and 
the closing instrumental “10/22.” Taylor then shyly emerged, 
flanked by Dalley and his superb drummer, and her two 
younger siblings sister keyboards, brother bass. 
first, Taylor’s whisper voice risked being overpowered 
the Statistics boys. But Dalley made few quick correc- 
tions, and with everyone following his lead, her melancholy 
broke through the simple, textured arrangements. 


The band eased into heavy guitar/bass/drums groove for the 


repeated chorus “It’s not a love, it’s not a love, it’s not a love 
song” before the clouds guitar parted reveal impression-

was first introduced the Subhumans the band 
from Great Britain, not the ones from Vancouver — by my 
older brother, who was something of an ultra-left-wing pro- 
pagandist during my formative years. When he plastered 
the words “Meat Means Murder” across the cold-cuts drawer 
in the fridge, I stormed into his room, half expecting him to 
thrust a jumble of pamphlets at me.

At the 
bottom was the Subhumans’ 1983 album The Day the Country 
Died (Spiderleg; reissued by Bluurg in ’95), an accessible fu- 
sion hardcore backbeats, guitars overdrive, and politi- 
cized lyrics that felt was the least substantial the 
batch. It was also the one that resonated with me. The band 
weren't as militant as, say, Crass, whose ethos seemed to 
suggest that if you weren’t willing to give up meat or move 
into artists’ commune, you were part the problem. 
The Subhumans’ songs pinned the world’s messes 
anonymous politicians, bad cops, and big-business fat cats 
easy targets for young aspiring punk. 

Because the suburbs continue produce disaffected 
teens in the thousands, the Subhumans can still pack clubs 
like the Middle East downstairs, where they headlined 
week ago Monday, more than 20 years after their heyday. 
Outside, in a line full of Mohawks and stickered leather 
jackets, young fans slap-hugged one another anticipa- 
tion. Downstairs, few even exchanged pleasantries with 
the brave bouncers the front the pit. Then the band 
launched into “All Gone Dead,” and frontman Dick Lucas 
looked ancient as he wriggled along with Bruce’s grimed- 
guitar, the crowd were too busy partying were 
1982 notice.

What's changed is the mu- 
sic behind the message: if you believe 
the adage “Free your ass and your 
mind will follow,” then you gotta give 
people something to groove to. Ian’s 
past albums have mostly been crappy- 
sounding ads for the live show. But 
with cleaner production and the addi- 
tion of Trans Am drummer Sebastian 
Thomson's muscular chops, bassist 
Michelle Mae has tightened up her 
act, and guitarist Alex Minoff’s 
sinewy riffs have started to lead some- 
where tuneful, Ian’s still less a singer 
than a cheerleader — “There ain’t 
nothing wrong with you” he assures 
the alienated in mantra-like fashion 
on “Mental Poisoning,” and his rap’s 
more rhythmic than melodic as he 
asks “Why do guys like girls like that” 
in the bottom-heavy “Girls like That.”

He abandoned a career as a suc- 
cessful bodybuilder in the '7os to 
front Body Rock, a traveling revue 
of musclemen who performed feats 
of strength backed by a band. He 
soon graduated to “blue musicals” 
and eventually brought his “mus- 
cle rock” routine to Vegas, (poorly) 
crooning showtunish songs for fe- 
male crowds. “I know what you're 
thinking — it’s a crazy way to 
make a living,” he tells Merv Crif- 
fin’s audience while blowing up a 
hot-water bottle like a balloon, 
“but | bet Donny Osmond can’t do 
it.” By 1977, he had a Bowie-meets- 
Conan-the-Barbarian glitter-rock 
act, bending steel bars to surpris- 
ingly tender songs. Trading camp 


for kitsch in the early 80s, Thor 
swung hammers and broadswords 
in a power-metal band: it yielded 
his biggest hit, “Thunder on the 
Tundra.” And by 1985, he was a le- 
gitimate speed-metal star. A film 
career was right around the cor- 
ner, but his music career peaked 
with a sci-fi video for a song called

Film offers the ideal medium for mirroring 
mental processes, an activity that’s guar- 
anteed to alienate anyone looking for enter- 
tainment. Greg Harrison’s second film (like 
his first, Groove, it was a favorite at Sun- 
dance) tries to have it both ways. November 
intends to demonstrate how truth lurks in 
the spaces outside the frame and between 
each cut, how editing and composition 
reflect the psychology of discovery and re- 
pression. But this is just what someone 
paying $10 to be diverted is trying to forget. 
So Harrison compromises, welding his for- 
malist exercise to the more accessible struc- 
ture of The Sixth Sense, Groundhog Day and Me- 
mento. The flawed result underscores the 
potential of film and the limits of commer- 
cial filmmaking. 

Maybe his first concession popular 
taste is casting Friends alumna Courteney Cox 
as Sophie. Sporting an unflattering haircut 
(an “underachiever’s,” mom Anne Archer 
tells her, in one of the few instances of char- 
acter development), shapeless clothes, and 
no make-up to soften her hard edges, she 
does efface memories of Monica. En route 
home after dinner with her boyfriend, Hugh 
(James Le Gros), she asks him to stop ata 
convenience store to buy her some choco- 
late. Anyone who watches movies knows 
that an unscheduled stop at a convenience 
store means ironic disaster. Here the in- 
evitable trigger-happy robber pops and 
Hugh ends up dead on the floor. 

Or does he? Traumatized, Sophie checks 
in with a psychiatrist, where she confesses 
that she had been cheating on Hugh just pri- 
or to his death. In the photography class she 
teaches, slide student’s presentation 
shows the convenience'store around the 
time of the crime. Sophie notifies the police 
and does some investigating her own, 
taking lead from Michelangelo Antonioni’s 
Blow-Up and expanding the image in her 
darkroom. (References to the existentially 
distraught protagonists Roman Polanski’s 
The Tenant and Francis Coppola’s The Conversa- 
tion follow, more distracting advertisements 
of the filmmaker’s cleverness). Throw in the 
unsettling digital photography and the jan- 
gling, pixilated computer interludes 
blood, broken glass, other abrupt, sugges- 
tive images — by Lew Baldwin separating 
the film’s three sections and it’s clear that 
than meets the eye. 


SPEAK, MEMORY Brilliance compromised commercial filmmaking. 


Sophie, you realize, is inventing stories 
to avoid a devastating revelation. Although 
Harrison hasn't created enough of a charac- 
ter to allow you to form a strong emotional 
bond with her, the film’s imagery, editing, 
and disorienting rhythms draw you into So- 
phie’s distress and at the same time alert 
you to how her struggle parallels the form of 
the film itself. But Harrison can’t resist ex 
ploiting our desire to uncover what Sophie is 
trying to hide. He stirs the generic expecta 
tion of resolution, and he more or less 
fulfills it, but at the cost of subverting No- 
vember’s ambiguity. 

His biggest miscalculation might be his 
labeling of each section with a stage from 
Elisabeth Kubler-Ross’s pop psychology text 
On Death and Dying. That assuaging of our ter- 
ror at the inescapable and the unknowable 
almost kills off what is terrifying and un- 
knowable about the film. November is the cru- 
elest kind of movie, promising brilliance 
and originality and then backtracking with 
the standard excuse that these are things no 
one wants tosee. © 


Ambiguity calling 


HARRISON EXPLAINS SORT 


You might be surprised to learn that November 

has not been marketed as a film whose ending 
you mustn't give away. And director Greg Harrison 
sees no harm in revealing that ending. “| usually don't 
speak of the movie in terms of a puzzle movie or a big 
twist-ending movie. And though some people feel the 
ending is conclusive, others feel it isn't and they come 
back to me with a lot of interesting explanations 
There is that puzzle element, but | think it was one of 
the least interesting aspects of directing the movie.” 

But didn't he try shape the film in that direction 
what with the chapter headings “Denial,” “Despair,” 
and “Acceptance”? 

“That was something that came after Sundance, 
and it was a way to give an emotional or psychological 
context to the movement of the film. It nudged people 
toward the idea of the movie being organized in some 
kind of emotional way. It was an experiment for me as 
a director to play with ambiguity, and that’s a real art. | 
admire David Lynch, who's a master of using abstract 
or unconscious imagery and feeling.” 

Harrison, who works as an editor and also makes 
trailers for such films as Flubber, knows the perceived 
limitations of the average audience and the ways stu- 
dios try to exploit them. “Ambiguity, | think, is seen as 
very negative in popular cinema. | think you do have to 
look more into smaller indie movies to see people 
working that way. | think the one heartening thing was 
seeing Mulholland Drive do as well as it did. But Lynch 
is the master of that.” 

Nonetheless, he was drawn to Benjamin Brand's 
script for November both as an aesthetic experiment 


and as an exploration of emotion. “It was never about 
being a big movie. It was about being a movie that 
had some meaning artistically. | chose visually to 
evoke the sense of a traumatized mind, and that is 
the emotional reason why the story is presented in so 
fractured a way. Memory is fluid and malleable and 
incomplete, and that seemed a jumping-off point 
And blocking memories with abstraction: when each 
of these three narratives reached the breaking point 
when she had to face the truth, the narrative would

ost directors would tell you that 
Hamiet’s no day at the beach, but 
not Steven Maler. The Elsinore of 
his Hamlet, the tenth annual Com- 
monwealth Shakespeare Compa- 
ny gift of free Shakespeare on Boston Common 
(through August 7), is fronted by a pool 
through which Jeffrey Donovan's impetuous 
Hamlet bounces on a lime-green raft, clad in 
an old-time bathing suit and water wings. Af- 
ter his swim (and after answering Polonius’s 
query as to what he’s reading with a safety 
warning printed on the raft), he lies smoothly 
back, abs working like a yogi’s, to bronze him- 
self. It’s a rare moment of relaxation for a 
Hamlet who’s a rhetorician on Ritalin. 

Maler and Donovan have both held they 
would paint no Melancholy Dane, and they 
haven’t. Whether clad in V-neck and tie or 
cargo pants and tie-dye, Donovan is a fiery- 
schoolboy Hamlet, lugging a bookbag and tak- 
ing notes as if brainstorming term papers on 
the appeal of suicide or how to bait a better 
mousetrap. He’s glum in the first scene and 
almost tearful at the start of his first soliloquy 
(“O that this too too sullied flesh would 
melt”). But from his first encounter with his 
father’s Ghost, his mind races in counterpart 
to his foundering resolve. When he tells 
Rosencrantz and Guildenstern that Denmark’s 
a prison and Rosencrantz replies, “Why, then 
your ambition makes it one./’Tis too narrow 
for your mind,” you can see that for this Ham- 
let, whose brain seems about to burst its bars, 
the observation rings true. It’s not until the 
end that he achieves calm (“The readiness is 
all”) and goes to meet Laertes and his fate. 

The agitated journey mapped by director 
and actor is that of boy to man. In the begin- 
ning, loping dwarfish beside and behind Jere- 
miah Kissel’s formidable Ghost, a looming 
white figure who gestures with wing-like 
arms and speaks in an amplified growl, Dono- 
van’s Dane is all eagerness to please mixed 
with terror of the father. Then he develops at- 
titude and warp speed (this is a two-hour-and- 
50-minute Hamlet, including intermission), 
through which a childlike poignancy some- 
times peeps. Donovan's is also an energetic, 
by no means enervated, Hamlet, physically 
sensitive not just to Ophelia and Gertrude but 
to Claudius. From the beginning, he’s re- 
pelled by his stepfather’s slightest touch. It’s 
a repulsion that Will Lyman’s suave, barking 
Claudius will internalize as his politician’s 
cool gives away to self-loathing. 

As history has proved, Hamlet, unlike Lil- 
lian Hellman’s conscience, can be cut to fit 
any fashion. I saw the aging Judith Anderson 
play the part in the 1970s; pudgy British 
fortysomething Simon Russell Beale was the 
best Hamlet in recent memory. So the good 
news is not that Donovan has achieved the 
definitive Dane but that, unlike Anthony 
Rapp, a hole at the center of Maler’s other- 
wise apt 2002 Henry V, this muscular film and 
television performer, trained at NYU, proves 
to have'stagesacting chops. He and Maler

present Hamlet’s trajectory as a series of 
speeding ruminations punctuated by aggres- 
sion and dejection. True, they throw in too 
much flippancy (as in a bit of Charades on “I 
know a hawk from a handsaw”). But the ac- 
tor is much more than the smoldering-sexpot 
poses of the publicity photos. 

Possibly because Maler was struck by par- 
allels to the consummation-devoutly-to-be- 
be-wishy-washy Democrats and corrupt-but- 
decisive Republicans squabbling aboard our 
own “disjoint and out-of-frame” ship of state, 
the production modern dress Clint 
Ramos’s costumes run the 20th-century 
gamut from Edwardian formal wear World 
War Il uniforms to Karen MacDonald’s fash- 
ion-plate Gertrude’s 1960s chic and Hamlet’s 
preppy punk. Maler doesn’t let political agen- 
da get in the way of what is, for the most 
part, a strong if unsubtle Hamlet — well spo- 
ken, accessible, and exciting, if too water- 
happy. The pool is put to effective use when 
Georgia Hatzis’s unhinged Ophelia, having 
crouched in the shallows through Gertrude’s 
lyrical evocation of her suicide, solemnly 
Strides to the deep end and plunges, only to 


be fetched ‘out linmpand'soaking Butthere 


are too many Hamlet characters here washing 
away like Lady Macbeth. 

Donovan is well supported by a team of 
artists familiar to fans of Shakespeare on the 
Common. J Hagenbuckle’s sound design offers 
somber chords and bass rumblings for the 
Ghost that can be felt under your beach chair. 
Craig Handel’s fights are convincing. And 
Leiko Fuseya’s blood-red-and-silver set provides 
some surprises — as when an intersecting pil- 
lar and catwalk light up to form a skewed cross 
under which Claudius makes his unsuccessful, 
if temporarily life-saving, attempt to pray. 

Lyman is an authoritative Claudius, his 
Frontline sonority surviving the amplification. 
And MacDonald is a vulnerable if composed 
Gertrude who brings touching defeat to her 
account of Ophelia’s end (though even in ab- 
jection she can put an outfit together). Hatzis 
is a gorgeous Ophelia, her “watery weeds” 
suggested in the form-fitting aqua of her ini- 
tial outfit, and she brings some hauteur to 
the male-dominated lass — though it crum- 
bles quickly and, alas, screechily. Jonno 
Roberts provides a staunch Hamlet mirror in 
Laertes, and film director Sam Weisman is no 
garrulous old fool of.a Polonius but.a.crisp if

director and prolific playwright Israel 
Horovitz’s best efforts, the comedy/drama 
was first presented at GSC in 1996, has since 
been revised and performed in venues from 
Off Broadway to the Comédie-Francaise, and 
now comes home. Not that it’s as indigenous 
to the seaside playhouse Horovitz founded 25 
years ago as his Gloucester plays are. My Old 
Lady unfolds in a large, well-located Paris 
apartment that ne’er-do-well middle-aged 
American Mathias Gold has just inherited, 
only to arrive at the abode overlooking the 
Jardins du Luxembourg and find that it comes 
with the nonagenarian of the title. Mathias’s 
rejecting father (who left him nothing else 
had bought the apartment years earlier as a 
viager — a property purchased, according to a 
quirk of French real estate, well beneath mar- 
ket price but with the caveat of lifetime ten- 
ancy for the seller. So thrice-divorced, flat- 
broke, self-proclaimed loser Mathias has in- 
herited not just a valuable pied 4 Paris but al- 
so 94-year-old Mathilde Giffard and her chic 
but embittered daughter, Chloé. 

This being a Horovitz play, Three's Company 
with a French accent it is not. While keeping 
us amused with sharp repartee and bilingual 
punning, the writer comments on differing 
cultural outlooks and reveals how the sins of 
the father (or its distaff equivalent) can crip- 
ple the son and how lovely, love-soaked ra- 
tionalizations may not last a lifetime. 
Mathilde turns out to have been one hot 
tomato who not only knew Henry Miller but 
dallied with jazz guitarist Django Reinhardt. 
And the Belgian musician was not the end of 
her romantic conquests. Like others of 
Horovitz’s plays, this is one that might not 
take place if people carried DNA cards like 
driver's licenses. 

But even though you can see some of its 
revelations coming, My Old Lady fields three 
clever, complex characters bristling with 
painful as well as sentimental memory, and 
Eric C. Engel’s production mines both its now 
capricious, now corrosive humor and the an- 
guish nursed by its wounded middle-aged 
children and visited more suddenly on sly old 
Mathilde, who has clung for years to a world- 
ly fairy tale, clutching her complicity like a 
nosegay. Harold Dixon’s angry Mathias is 
both hangdog and explosive; Amelia Broome, 
though confusingly young for Chloé, captures 
the attractive but brittle French school- 
marm’s thaw. But Nancy E. Carroll outdoes 
herself in the title role, conveying the slow- 
ness, the slackening, and the watchfulness of 
age, even as she maintains the character’s 
rueful sharpness and the friskiness of a co- 
quette not yet quite ossified. ©

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THE POWER SLANGUAGE 


Carl Sandberg wrote, “Slang is a language 

that rolls up its sleeves, spits on its 
hands, and goes to work.” That's slang, effec- 
tive and efficient. But then there's Slanguage 
(at the Boston Center for the Arts through Au- 
gust 13), which rolls up its sleeves, jumps into a 
confrontational stance with gymnastic grace, 


KRS-One and Kool Keith"). They're not con- 
tent just to chart the progression from 
gospel to blues to soul to rap; they're inter- 
ested in language as it relates to beat and 
rhythm. And they pay as much homage to 
Miles Davis, Federico Garcia Lorca, and Jack 
Kerouac as they do to doo-wop groups and 


and grabs your attention with such muscle that 
your whole physical self is at its mercy. And 
Slanguage, which sits at the junction of poetry, 
jazz, movement, gospel, hip-hop, and comedy, 
wears its New Yorker's you-best-not-mess- 
with-me attitude like a badge of honor. 

The performance piece, which premiered 
at New York Theater Workshop in 2001 and is 
presented in Boston by Company One, evolved 
through the collaboration of five friends who 
call themselves Universes. They developed 
the verbal-physical collage after traveling the 
same NYC open-mike poetry circuit. Slan- 
guage was then refined by Obie-winning di- 
rector Jo Bonney, who sees to it that a story 
line runs through the show, which comprises 
dozens of numbers that rip through the night 
like linguistic missiles, detonating clichés and 
political correctness along the way. The play- 
ers make the humdrum noises of the city — 
the subway screeches, the battery hawkers — 
sound like an urban allegro. Like poets 
throughout the ages, these wordsmiths pros- 
trate themselves at the feet of the Muses, 
and they relish the company they keep 


the SugarHill Gang. Oh and Dr. Seuss. Al- 
though its tales of growing up on the streets 
can lean toward the dreadful (hearing a noc- 
turnal murder at the neighbors’, say), Uni- 
verses never shortchanges humor for moral- 
izing or appeals for pity. 

Of the five original members, only agile 
homeboy Gamal Chasten, bluesy-voiced 
Mildred Ruiz, and bebop-inspired Steven 
Sapp appear here. They're joined by salsa- 
soaked Denise de la Cruz and by Ninja, who 
brings a hardcore edge to a Nuyorican sen- 
sibility. The mishmash of influences 
reflects the problem the performers con- 
front: how to deal with blended identities 
in the melting pot that boils on the stove 
called the New York projects where they 
grew up. They're “Caught between two 
worlds/Like a wedgie in a fat ass.” 

Universes pummels out each beat as if it 
were the turn of a key that unlocks a soul. 
Witnessing the troupe's exquisitely timed 
rhythm pounded out with such passion, 
you'll need some time to shake the echoes 
you hear in the thumping in your own chest.

A year ago, in his first major retrospective at 
Harvard’s Sackler Museum, I wrote that Gary 
Schneider’s most recent portraits — dark, 
nearly five-feet-square close-ups of in- 
scrutable faces floating against jet black back- 
grounds — seemed both over-determined and 
under-explored. Now, seeing just one of those 
portraits in the fine and quirky group show at 
the Howard Yezerski Gallery, I’m led to won- 
der how much of that disappointment should 
have been attributed to the presentation as 
opposed to the artist. Eddie occupies the en- 
tirety of one wall, at the far end of a rectan- 
gular room, without any distraction. Sudden- 
ly it’s a whole new work. Schneider’s curse 
(talent is always a curse) may lie in his subtle- 
ty, which gets lost when it’s piled on thick. 
Alone, Eddie casts a quiet, powerful spell. It’s 
unclear whether he’s smiling or whether 
there’s a light shining in his eyes. It’s also 
unclear whether his red, parted lips verge on 
speaking or simply breathing. Because of the 
dimension of the frame (48x60), it’s impossi- 
ble to get any closer to Schneider’s subject. At 
the same time, he resists any real knowing. 
It’s as if the artist were saying that intimacy 
can preclude understanding. 

“Precluded Intimacy” might be a better 
name for this show than “Some Color” (all the 
works are color photographs), since so many 
of the artists treat proximity in a way that 
alerts us to its shortcomings and incomplete- 
ness. Cara Vickers-Kane’s photos show three 
different positions of the same white body of 
the same hefty woman. In one, we see her 
right leg resting on her left; in another, she 
sits at an angle with her hands splayed on her 
upper thighs. In the third, her arms raise her 
pendulous breasts between which her hands 
clasp as if in prayer. What we don’t see is the 
womans head. So what makes us think we 
know her? Is it because we see her breasts or 
the curvature of her stomach? The poses she 
strikes are at the photographer’s direction, 
and yet headless and scripted as she is, we 
still have a sense of an individual. We know 
she’s a person of great appetite; we also know 
she’s both sensual (in two shots we glimpse a 
tattoo on her leg) and playful (how else strip 
for the camera?). But these images never fall 
into mere studies form. The body not 


instrument for examining angles shadows 
or other compositional dynamics. Instead, 
the pictures come across as idiosyncratic 
studies in personality, as though the artist 
had challenged herself with the question 
“How much character can be communicated 
without a trace of a face?” 

Hide-and-seek takes a different shape in 
the three untitled photos by Carrie Levy from 
her “Domestic Stages” series, though her sub- 
jects are also nudes and strike deliberate, 
even histrionic poses. An overweight boy sits 
with his back to the camera and his face ap- 
parently pressed flat to a wall. His immense, 
square torso looks mountainous both for its 
girth and for the size of the frame (47x40), yet 
any immensity of spirit is undercut by his 
posture. His shoulders slouch as if he were 
being punished, and the absence of his face 
registers as perfectly congruent with his help- 
less body and dejected posture. He seems re- 
signed to his own anonymity; whatever 
forces contributed to his shape and his facing 
the wall have become internalized. In Levy’s 
other photos, we see the faceless upper bodies 
of two young women. One appears to be fend- 
ing off an attacker in a shower; her clenched 
fists and arms are raised, obscuring her face. 
The other twists her neck to such a degree 
that all see her face profile 
turned-away chin and the outline of her 
nose. There’s staged self-consciousness 
these women’s gestures that interferes with 
wanting to know them better. 

Oscar Palacio makes the banal look majes-

tic. In one photo, a green shrub grows 
through the openings in a chain link fence; 
its rounded formations suggest the blossom- 
ing of a flower. The background is almost 
black, the shrub seems originate not 
the earth but in oblivion. In another picture, 
a green patio table extends like a jeweled disc 
into space. Behind it lies an unpeopled dark- 
ness, no more than a suburban backyard, but 
again hinting the infinite. Palacio makes 
the commonplace the stuff of meditation. 

In Paul D’Amato’s one contribution, a 
woman in a blue jacket and with a handsome 
coif and lots of make-up faces the camera with 
a worldly insouciance. She could be a hooker, 
and not just because behind her lurks an emp- 
ty bleak urban lot. Her meticulous get-up is at 
odds with the cheap apparel, and her smile 
professional, rehearsed, ready at a moment — 
wears traces of infinite pain. Only gradually 
did it dawn on me that this rail-thin, square- 
jawed, wide-shouldered creature is a man. 
The deliberate moment of the photo captures 
the intersection of anguish and relaxation, 
destitution and courage. 

Frank Noelker does portraits with the 
same psychological acuity, except that he 
shoots buffalo. One creature is facing to the 
right, although that wide eye appears to look 
at us. The other beast stares into the camera 
at eye level. Both pictures are rendered in 
light aquamarine while the backgrounds fade 
into a gentle mist. The formality of the por- 
traits is at odds with those mute animal 
stares, but they soon induce awe. 


quiet, powerful spell; SHRUBS Oscar Palacio’s plant seems originate oblivion. 


Maria Magdalena Compos tender 
triptych comprises a black-and-white photo 
of the artist’s mother flanked by two photos 
of trees. Connecting the three images is a 
long braid of hair that stops where one frame 
ends and picks up where the next begins. And 
there’s another Arabic-calligraphy portrait by 
Lalla Essaydi: here the girl in a white robe 
who’s been written over looks to have been 
caught in a jail of words. 


I’m hard-pressed to say what went 

wrong with the ambitious and thought- 
ful “In Response to Place” at the Boston 
Public Library. The Nature Conservancy dis- 
patched 12 well-known photographers to vari- 
ous locations and let them to decide what it 
might mean to capture a designated Last 
Great Place. From Indonesia to Mexico, from 
Maine to Utah, the likes of Sally Mann and 
Lee Friedlander, William Wegman and Annie 
Leibovitz shot everything from trees to peo- 
ple, forests to deserts. Yet at this breezy hop- 
scotching of disconnected locations and 
themes, I felt like an Evelyn Wood graduate 
speeding through an issue of National 
Geographic. And some work, like Wegman’s 
and Leibovitz’s, comes off as shtick. But I 
was taken by Fazal Sheikh’s portraits of 
Brazilian peasants, dignified men and 
women whose poverty wears at both body 
and spirit. And Lynn Davis’s photos of Utah 
plateaus summon the grandeur of Ansel 
Adams, Richard Misrach’s images 
Pyramid Lake, Nevada. ©

Big addictive omnipresence

It’s an concept that would have been 

laughed out most network offices 
years ago: rig a brand new, lushly appointed 
house with 47 cameras and 76 microphones, 
then sequester 14 people inside for three 
months and let them cheat, bicker, and flirt. 
Today, of course, the result is an internation- 
al smash. First airing in Holland in 1999, 
when nine volunteers were filmed for 100 
days, the show inspired local versions from 
England to Australia to the US, where the 
sixth season has just begun. Big Brother (CBS, 
Tuesday at 9 pm, Thursday and Saturday at 8 
Pm) is creepy voyeurism at its worst and ad- 
dictive television at its best. 

Although you’d expect a show named for 
the oppressive government entity in George 
Orwell’s 1984 to be ubiquitous, Big Brother is 
more like omnipresent — which is exactly 


why it works. Not content with the thrice- 
weekly hour-long shows of previous seasons, 
CBS has bulked up coverage for BB6 with a sat- 
uration ad campaign and cross-promotion ap- 
pearances by “evicted” houseguests on its 
morning programs. On www.cbs.com, 
there’s HouseCalls, a daily talk show devoted to 
all things Big Brother. You can view pictures 
from the current houseguests’ digital camera 
and read blogs by past contestants, all moder- 
ated by — who else? — “Winston Smith.” The 
most bizarre and fascinating aspect of Big 
Brother is its 24/7 live video feed. Available on 
the CBS Web site for a fee, it gives you all-day, 
every-day, crystal-clear picture and sound 
from within the house, with four different 
camera angles to choose from. If that sounds 
ridiculous, it is. But it’s also brilliant: the 
availability of the houseguests and your free- 


dom to choose what to watch give the feed an 
edge over “documentary” reality shows like 
The Real World and Survivor. The Thursday TV 
program is even broadcast live. 

Big Brother's excessive coverage is driven by 
the game’s complex mechanics, which in- 
volve six Major events per week leading up to 
the $500,000 grand prize. Three of these are 
“house meetings,” in which a guest is evicted 
after a household vote. The other three are 
competitions, both physical (usually involv- 
ing the back-yard pool) and mental (quick-re- 
sponse memory tests), in which the contest- 
ants can obtain not only power within the 
house — such as becoming the coveted Head 
of Household, the person who does the nomi- 
nating — but also creature comforts from the 
outside. The weekly food competition divides 
the houseguests into teams, letting them 


duke it out in Fear Factor-style gross-outs or 
more poolside shenanigans in order to decide 
who gets tasty meats and booze and who'll be 
dining on peanut butter and jelly. How im- 
portant is the food contest to people who are 
housebound 24 hours a day? After just a week 
in the house, one of them ate a snake. 

Whereas weekly shows rely on heavy edit- 
ing and good-guy/bad-guy characterization, 
on Big Brother there’s nowhere to run. Every 
burp, blemish, and bad hair day is moni- 
tored, and even if it doesn’t make the net- 
work-broadcast cut, there are a dozen mes- 
sage boards dedicated to the live feed. The 
camera doesn’t flinch from verbal ugliness 
either. Already this season, several house- 
guests have been heard making racist com- 
ments. “Sensitive artiste” Michael asked 
Cuban comrade Ivette, “Is your favorite 
movie Scarface? Did your parents die on the 
raft?” Maybe that’s no surprise: whereas past 
years have seen older and more diverse casts, 
10 of this season’s 14 houseguests are white 
and under 35. 

Which is not to say that opinions don’t 
change and houseguests can’t redeem them 
selves. There's the usual reality-show marathon 


scheming, but with this particular chess game, 


you Can see every move unfold as relationshi, 
start up, break down, and reverse entirely. 
That’s what makes Big Brother the realest of the 
reality shows. That and the snake eating. ©

They say the third time’s the charm, and 
Harry Potter and the Half-Blood Prince, the sixth 
volume in J.K. Rowling’s coming-of-age saga 
of the Frodo/Jesus of the wizarding world, is 
the best since the third, Harry Potter and the 
Prisoner of Azkaban. Not that a middling per- 
formance by the ingenious Rowling would 
deter us millions of Muggles lining up at the 
witching hour bookstores everywhere. 
None of the volumes has been an out-and- 
out disappointment; still, the first two were 
whimsical adventures and the fifth, the 
870-page Harry Potter and the Order of the Phoenix, 
despite a thrilling climax and the darkening 
of the fairy tale, felt bloated — marred by hy- 
perbolic writing, too many mental trips 
down a mysterious hallway, and in Dolores 
Umbridge a villain whose simpering evil was 
relentless to the point of tedium. The new 
book’s plot, with its plunges into the past via 
decanted memory, is complex but not repeti- 
tive, and the villains (including the Big

No Country for Old Men, Cormac McCarthy’s lat- 
est novel, and his first in seven years, will 
add to the cachet he earned with 1992’s Na- 
tional Book Award-winning All the Pretty 
Horses. The dialogue sings, the plot is a page 
turner, his evocation of landscape as an ever- 
present character remains unparalleled, and 
Sam Peckinpah is his only rival when it 
oe comes to depicting violence. 
ed That said, the book has its problems. Pretty 
c Horses made his name, but it’s the gore-clot- 
ted, neo-biblical Western Blood Meridian (1985) 
that sets the standard for his work. No Country 
is no Blood Meridian.

Kahuna who must not be named) are more 
nuanced. Not only are we not sure until the 
end who the Half-Blood Prince is, we also 
don’t know whether his good or his bad half 
will out. 

Harry and his classmates at Hogwarts 
School of Witchcraft and Wizardry are 16 as 
the tome — the first to open not at 4 Privet 
Drive but rather at 10 Downing Street — be- 
gins. As he’s announced by a silver-wigged 
magician in an oil painting on the wall, the 
Minister of Magic pops out of the fireplace to 
inform “the other Minister” of havoc in the 
wizarding world that’s spilled over into the 
mortal one, where the now open rampage of 
the resurrected Lord Voldemort and his 
Death Eaters has been misinterpreted as 
everything from a freak hurricane toa 
bridge collapse. 

Meanwhile, Harry and chums are pack- 
ing up their wands, owls, and hormones to 
head back for penultimate year Hog- 
warts, where, adolescence having 
bloomed, love potions are as difficult to 
dodge as Quidditch bludgers. In a new de- 
velopment, ancient headmaster Albus 
Dumbledore, more deus ex machina than 
hovering humanitarian presence in book 
five, plans private tutorials with Harry 
whose purpose is to explore the forma- 
tive years of Lord Voldemort (who 
otherwise makes no appearance in

an’s war-and-blood-worshipping grotesques. 
Instead he takes a calmer, more sedate walk 
over the same topography. 

The book, which draws its title from 
Yeats’s “Sailing to Byzantium,” follows the 
path of three men: Llewellyn Moss, Anton 
Chigurh, and Sheriff Bell. While hunting an- 
telope, Moss happens the aftermath 
drug deal gone bad, with everyone dead or 
near to it, and walks away with a satchel con- 
taining $2 million. He’s pursued through the 
Southwest by Chigurh, a clinical psychopath 
who goes well beyond nihilistic, since ni- 
hilism requires rejection of some value sys- 
tem. The spilled blood and high body Chigurh 
leaves in his wake come under the jurisdic- 
tion of Sheriff Bell, who provides periodic 
monologues on the nature of crime, death, 
and a society spiraling down fast. 

Sound familiar? It should, since No Country 
shares themes, characterizations, and situa- 
tions with Robert Stone’s 1975 novel Dog Sol- 
diers. Stone set his characters loose against a 
Vietnam-damaged California landscape shiv- 
ering with venality and fever, where the 
Tune In/Turn On promise of the countercul- 
ture had already decayed well past the 
netherland of Charlie Manson’s Spahn 
Ranch, and the winds of the era eroded 
Stone’s characters until they were nothing 
but the sum of their vices and sins, McCarthy 
sets No Country a decade later, in the thick of

the novel) through Rowling’s answer to the 
flashback: the bottled and corked memories 
Dumbledore (unflappable as usual, though 
not supplied sufficient reason for one un- 
shakable belief) pours into a swirling font of 
reminiscence called a pensieve. 

Harry’s mysterious connection to Volde- 
mort has been illumined by the prophecy re- 
vealed the end book five according 
which Harry is “the one with the power to 
vanquish the Dark Lord” and “the Dark Lord 
will mark him as his equal, but he will have 
power the Dark Lord knows not.” Now 
dubbed “the Chosen One,” Harry will learn in 
Half-Blood Prince the nature of this painful 
power, which is the ability to love. As at the 
conclusion of the two previous two volumes, 
he will learn more than he wishes to of mor- 
tality. And he will learn that even the wise 
and the venerable can be dead wrong. 

The Potter series has been compared to 
fantasy epics ranging from The Lord of the Rings 
to Star Wars (there’s no small number of bor- 

rowings from Tolkien in Half-Blood Prince, 
including Voldemort’s employment of In- 
feri, ambulatory dead, to pad out his 
troops). The comparisons are valid, 
and a swelling Miltonian echo also 
suggests Philip Pullman’s His Dark 
Materials. But what’s so original in 
Rowling, apart from the invention of 
an alternative world that inter- 
weaves Eton with the occult, is her 
combination of heroic quest with 
spot-on humor both wry and adoles- 
cent. Would Tolkien stoop to consti- 
pation jokes or to the roundelay of 
“snogging” that signifies the Hog- 
warts contingent is growing up (and 
leads Harry to an acute sense of his 
aloneness)? There is less wizard- 
world whimsy, even less bloody Quid- 
ditch, in Harry Potter and the Half-Blood 
Prince, but more soul. ©

tudes or crumblings.

and vibraphone, drums and voice. Green- 
berg’s dance goes on in segments and still- 


two versions of Neil Greenberg’s Partial View, a 
new work that could be about seeing and be- 
ing seen, meaning and performing meaning, 
or the always uncertain dialogue between 
dancer and audience. When you get down to 
it, every view is partial, from whatever angle, 
whatever vantage point in life. Greenberg 
piles layers of extra stimuli onto the move- 
ment, pressing home the point. 

Partial View begins with a solo for Green- 
berg that, you realize later, provides the 
seeds for what the four other dancers do in 
the hour-long version that follows. He bal- 
ances for a long time on one pliable leg 
while sending the other leg and the rest of 
his body pulling off to the side or scooping 
out huge circular gobs of space. At a stand- 
still, he juts his limbs out, bending and ro- 
tating them as if for close inspection. Curv- 
ing and lifting back from the waist, he peers 
up in all directions, intently looking at 
nothing the audience can see. He clumps 
around vigorously, almost falling into the 
traveling leg; later he does fall, lunging for- 
ward into an incipient handstand and then 
rolling back out of it. 

All this action is accompanied by intermit- 
tent harp music by Zeena Parkins that en- 
compasses odd combinations and configura- 
tions of plucked and bowed strings, marimba 


nesses, building and subsiding without an 
apparent structural destination. When he 
travels, he remains in the right half of the 
space. I assumed he’d given himself that lim- 
itation, but it didn’t seem to bother him 
when, perhaps by accident, he veered across 
the center line. 

In the group dance that followed, Justine 
Lynch, Paige Martin, Luke Miller, and Colin 
Stilwell revisited Greenberg’s lexicon of gen- 
erous gestures and internally focused adjust- 
ments, elaborating the vocabulary but keep- 
ing the idea of short, non-linear episodes that 
were often cued by changes in the stage envi- 
ronment. Video cameras were set up at the 
sides to film the dancers. They positioned 
themselves to be shot in particular ways, but 
their images as projected on the backdrop 
seemed more mundane than what they were 
doing in real life. 

The projections alternated, in no apparent 
order, with minuscule video loops by John 
Jesurun. The most baffling element of the 
evening, these images disappeared just when 
I thought I’d figured out what they were. A 
swimmer with something on her head —a 
book? a bird? Objects flying through the air in 
what might have been a tornado. A million 
eerie pinpoints of light rushing toward us, as 
the camera were stationed the middle

an asteroid belt. 

Parkins’s musical variations featured fast 
Arabic rhythms played with the fingers on a 
frame drum, twangy harp chords that slid off 
pitch as the volume decayed, acrobatic flute 
riffs, ascending and descending marimba tat- 
toos, and lot more. The dancers often picked 
up on these colors and just as often ignored 
them. 

They stretched, bounced, and twisted 
through all this with exaggerated unconcern, 
sometimes overdoing what shouldn’t have tak- 
en any intensity, or underplaying what could 
have been spectacular. Except for a couple of 


unison duets and offhand canons, they worked 
alone until near the end, when they all got 
caught up in a huge gallopade, pumping their 
arms and driving one foot into the floor. 

Creenberg’s movement looks original, but 
its eccentricity, and the determined avoid- 
ance of linear logic, reminded me of Merce 
work the days before his 
dancers made themselves comfortable with 
it. Greenberg must have absorbed that way- 
ward esthetic in his seven years with Cun- 
ningham, but though his dance doesn’t 
far as thematic specificity, it’s more than 
strictly neutral. ©

Levine’s first season as music direc- 


opera an important part of the BSO schedule, 
but when asked whether there'd be more 
Wagner, he demurred. Wagner’s operas need 
the large forces of an organization like the 
BSO, so Boston performances have been 
scarce. For his first Tanglewood season as 
music director, Levine programmed a concert 
comprising an act each from two of Wagner’s 
greatest operas and featuring Metropolitan 
Opera star Deborah Voigt (who was to sing 
Senta in Dutchman but because of inflamed vo- 
cal cords appeared in only the third and last 
performance). The orchestra, however, was 
not the BSO but the Tanglewood Music Center 
Orchestra, which is made up of this sum- 
mer’s select young music “fellows” studying 
at Tanglewood. Levine devoted some 30 hours 
rehearsing this ensemble — an extraordinary 
contrast to the tight schedules of professional 
players with union contracts. And it showed. 
The evening opened with the first act of Die 
Walkiire, the one completely human act in 
Wagner’s Ring, and ended with the final act of 
Gotterdammerung (“Twilight of the Gods”). Ina 
fully staged production, even with superti- 
tles, it’s hard to watch the stage and get all 
the words. But in this concert version, Wagn- 
er's words (he was his own librettist) were 
front and center, the English projected right 
above the orchestra in the Tanglewood shed, 
and Levine made it evident how the words 
drive the music. That music is something like 
what Eugene O'Neill did in Strange Interlude, 
where characters not only speak to each other 
but also say aloud (to themselves and to the 
audience) what’s in and on their minds. Wag- 
ner’s music also suggests things characters 
don’t know — connections they’re unaware 
of, foreshadowings of triumph or doom. 
Levine understands this complex story in- 
side and out. The cello solo (Lachezar Kostov) 
early in Die Walkiire said more than words could 
about the bonding between Siegmund and 
Sieglinde, even before the two about-to-be 
lovers realize they’re twins. Oboe, clarinet, 
bassoon, and English horn became multiple 
Sheherazades. The act began with incisive 
basses and cellos expressing the thudding foot- 
steps of the storm-beaten Siegmund racing 
through the dark forest to escape his enemies. 
And Levine’s seating plan (cellos behind first 
violins, basses behind cellos) made it easier to 
notice the basses dropping out as Siegmund 
collapses from exhaustion, and easier hear 
the very different music played by the conduc- 
tor’s antiphonal first and second violins. 
Trumpets and oboes captured the unearth- 
glow Siegmund’s sword. Four harps, 
a high platform stage left, embodied the voic- 
the spring that ends the winter storm 
the twins’ suffering and, later, the seductive

Bass-baritone Alan Held gave a subtle ren- 
dering of the morally ambiguous Gunther, but 
veteran bass John Cheek, another last-minute 
replacement, was a weak, mostly inaudible 
Hagen.

Voigt was less “schooled” in her very first 
Brunnhilde, the heroine of Gotterdammerung and 
the entire Ring. She has the vocal glow for most 
of this role, and perhaps that glow would have 
been brighter if she hadn't just sung Sieglinde. 
But her stamina seemed to give out during the 
Immolation Scene: the final phrases were sud- 
denly hard to hear. More damaging was the 
lack of grief in her voice. Still, this was a mile- 
stone for her, a first glimpse of what will sure 
ly become a major role. 

What was profoundly moving was the 
sweep of the final “Redemption” theme, 
Levine and the orchestra catching us up in 
Wagner’s vision of the cost of what it takes to 
be fully moral and fully human. All the more 
reason to want more Wagner in Boston. ®

tional shooting clinic one sponsored the 
National Rifle Association (NRA), no less —I 
was skeptical. Scared, even. This organi- 
zation demonized the left, dominated 
Republican males, and lauded by Charlton He- 
ston. In short, as | approached the New Bed- 
ford Revolver and Rifle Club last Sunday, I felt 
as though I were walking into a lion’s den, 
about surrounded gun-toting right- 
wingers. I certainly didn’t expect to enjoy my- 
self. Was this all part of the group’s plan? 

I quickly realized that despite the event’s 
NRA sponsorship, none of the 15 women who 
attended Sunday’s Women on Target session 
(one of 180 this year) seemed politically moti- 
vated. At least one woman didn’t even know 
what the NRA was. 

Their ages ranged from 17 to 65. Several of 
them were wives or mothers of gun owners. 
Two came expressly to learn about using guns 
for self-defense. And then there was me. I had 
never touched a gun. I had never even seen one 
up close, save for those kept tightly swathed in 
police officers’ holsters. 


BOYS’ CLUB 
“There’s a kind of forbidden aspect to shoot- 
ing,” says Caitlin Kelly, a journalist and the 


author of Blown Away: American Women and Guns. 
“In states like [Massachusetts and New York], 
where gun use is really — in many communi- 
ties — demonized, if a woman even thinks 
about gun ownership ... she does run into 
some serious disapprobation some serious 
disapproval.” 

But females are starting to shoot more and 
more. (National Sporting Goods Association sta- 
tistics show that more than million women 
hunt and more than 4.5 million target shoot.) 
In 1999, Women on Target’s first year of opera- 
tion, just 500 women participated nationwide; 
today, Close to 17,000 women have taken part. 
And in April, the NRA elected Sandra Froman 
its second female president. Peggy Tartaro, 
editor the bimonthly magazine Guns, 
estimates that the nation’s million gun 
owners, between 10 and 15 million are female. 
The NRA has 4 million members nationally, but 
doesn’t give out state-by-state numbers. Here 
Massachusetts, many gun owners are repre- 
sented by the Gun Owners Action League 
(GOAL), which has membership “in the five fig- 
ures,” says executive director Jim Wallace. And 
women are “definitely the fastest-growing part 
of our membership,” he says. 

“We do have anecdotal evidence from gun 
clubs and firearms instructors that they are 
seeing more women than ever,” says NRA 
spokesman J.R. Robbins in an e-mail. 

Murray Gonzales, my Derringer instructor 
and president of the New Bedford Revolver and 
Rifle Club board of directors, backs up that 
claim. Approximately 20 percent of the club’s 
200 members are female, he says — more than 
ever before. (Although many of them are related 
to male club members, and few shoot regularly, 
I did meet two women — 17-year-old Randi 
Rogers, and 65-year-old Judy Thornhill — who 
are not only regulars, but well-respected shots. ) 

It can be intimidating for a woman to walk 
into a gun club or store, where men are in the

Majority, Tartaro says. In certain areas, where 
female gun owners might be few and far be- 
tween, “they’re just not sure where to go about 
connecting with other women out there who 
are interested.” 

Women breaking into an arena typically 
Teserved for men is a progressive notion, one 
that seems to clash with the NRA’s right- 
wing reputation. Indeed, the fact that many 
women own guns for self-defense makes the 
clash even louder. Some say firearms offer fe- 
male empowerment (on the part of those who 
buy guns for personal protection), while oth- 
ers claim the gun industry and its lobbyists 
exploit fears. 

Gun-control advocates, such as Kristen 
Rand at the Washington, DC-based Violence 
Policy Center, think the NRA and the gun in- 
dustry are actually putting more women in 
danger. “The much bigger risk,” Rand says, “is 
that she brings a gun into her home and it gets 
used against her.” 

Yet guns are already kept in 4o percent of 
American homes (only about 20 percent here in 
Massachusetts). For that reason alone, “the 
more training, the better,” says John Rosen- 
thal, the gun-owning founder of Stop Hand- 
gun Violence, a statewide organization that 
advocates responsible gun laws. 

Rosenthal doesn’t believe that women who 
own or carry handguns are any safer from do- 
mestic violence or sexual assault (neither does 
Jane Doe Inc., a Bay State organization that 
fights violence against women). He’s cynical 
about the NRA, which he describes as “a shill

for the extreme right wing in this country,” 
and thinks the gun lobby and industry use fear 
to sell guns to women — an expanding market. 
But when neon blue-and-orange earplugs 
are protruding from your ears, thick middle- 
school-shop-class goggles are covering your 
eyes, and a gun is firmly in your palm, none of 
this controversy You’re just trying 
shoot straight. 


TARGET PRACTICE 

begin with the .22 pistol, 
a lightweight weapon that 
instructor Bill Days, a 43- 
year-old man who first shot a 
gun when was years 
old, describes as “good for 
ladies.” (Stereotypes do man- 
age to slip into Sunday’s 
equal-opportunity event: 
“Women are more prone to 
listen better and take more 
advice,” the club’s chief safe- 
ty officer, Joe Perez, says at 
one point. “Women are bet- 
ter shooters because they’re 
patient and willing to learn.”) 

After learning how to slide 
five bullets into the maga- 
zine, I shoot at a bull’s-eye- 
style target set 20 feet down 
the range clothesline con- 
traption. (The club doesn’t use 
the human-torso targets you 
see in the movies.) 

Even with the lighter .22, 
the force ripples down 
arms after every shot. Two 
five bullets don’t even hit 
the paper target; the other 
three puncture the outside 
edge of the circle. (Later, I 
shoot a .22 rifle and manage to land all five 
shots near the center.) 

The women around are also shooting for 
the first time close it. They lean close 
while their instructors explain safety procedures 
and demonstrate the appropriate stance (perpen- 
dicular to the target).

goals, with mostly positive results. 


I know we were just on this block in last 
week’s review, eating delectable Japanese bar 
snacks the Foundation Lounge while oth- 
ers watched the Red Sox. This suggested 
game-night strategy similar one have 
used in the North End, which is to reserve a 
table for just after game time, when rush 
diners leaves for sporting event. The 
tricky part parking, and here thought the 
valet arrangement with the Hotel Common- 
wealth (for which Eastern Standard does 24- 
hour room service) would see through.

The idea here is to present a modern 
bistro or brasserie, somewhat French-country 
in menu, while covering all the bases of a 
Boston hotel restaurant including lots 
seafood and serving Kenmore Square 
sidewalk café. That’s lot goals for one 
kitchen, and our meal had strong and weak 
points though more strong than weak. The 
architecture couldn’t better, with the duplex 
space, black-and tan décor, and red-leather 
booths the old hotel dining rooms; yet also 
photomontages for modernity, raw seafood 
laid out crushed ice, and even couple 
silent plasma TVs that break the spell. 
Food began with platters of rolls, French in 
style but over-kneaded so that they were as 
tough microwaved bread. There were also 
some slices of crusty white bread, which I pre-

ferred. With this came 
salted butter in ramekins, 
and also a Japanese-style 
pickled salad thin-sliced 
carrots, onions, and such. 

My favorite appetizer 
was an update on salt-cod 
fritters ($10), here five or 
six fried balls mostly 
potato served cutely ina 
wooden salt-cod box, with 
dips of ketchup and tartar 
sauce. The only difficulty 
that the ketchup spiced 
up. Pepper is still the most 
popular spice, but fair 
warning should be given. 

Raw seafood was de- 
lectably fresh. Clams at $2 
each were just above lit- 
tleneck size, still not too 
chewy and a good buy. 
Oysters in the R-less 
months were more than 
double that price ($4.50). 
The reason was apparent 
when the plate came out 
(we had two each of 
Wellfleet, Duxbury, and 
Glidden Point oysters). All 
were as plump and delec- 
table as winter oysters. 
This accomplished with 
specially bred stock that 
doesn’t spawn in the 
summer, and that stock 
costs more the grow- 
ers. All three were lovely, 
with perhaps extra points 
to the Glidden Points (from Maine) for size, 
depth, and bit more sweetness. 

Less-familiar appetizers might typified 
by the “Good Plate of Offal” ($9). The name 
threatens tripe or brains, but the rotating 
selection seems to focus on small squares of 
processed innards, Our night it was a square 
of rather tame head cheese, another of meaty 
rabbit sausage, and one homemade “liver- 
wurst.” These were served on a bamboo cut- 
ting board with little piles sliced gherkins 
and currants, and another plate sliced 
baguette with smooth and grainy mustards. 

Another invitation for bad jokes is the beet 
salad with hooligan cheese ($6). No, the cheese 
doesn’t have stolen, only purchased from 
Connecticut farm that makes creamy 
raw-milk cheese with a taste as funky as bits 
of ripe Brie. 1 liked the cheese; I’d like more 
beets; the greens were a little stringy; and 
the combination had kick. Better 
back conventional goat feta. 

For more successful weird appetizer, order 
up the roast bone marrow ($6). It’s two hollow 
bones set end, with actual marrow spoon 
and bit Maine sea salt. Maine sea salt rather 
pure and pretty, but the combination salt 
and marrow one the great decadent feasts. 

Entrées include sandwiches ($8-$12) more 
suited to the outdoor tables, but we stuck with 
Teal entrées, and some were very good indeed. 
Veal schnitzel ($19) is breaded and fried, but 


from veal with actual flavor (and thus probably 
not from an animal that was penned up tight- 
ly). With it come waxy fingerling potatoes and 
sautéed artichoke. It’s terrific platter. 

Alamb shank (§20) is a big one, fork-tender, 
served on smooth grits with baby carrots. 
Gray sole ($22) is a series of small fillets 
arranged on a scoop of spinach and surround- 
lemony sautéed grape tomatoes, won- 
derful garnish. The only weak feature was a 
side dish of couscous, again with more pep- 
per than one might expect. 

Spaghetti carbonara ($18) was properly al 
dente, subtly flavored with meaty pieces of 
smoked bacon, and not too eggy or greasy. 
Fresh peas aren't classically part of this dish, 
but maybe they should be. 

Eastern Standard has an interesting wine 
list, although neither of our selections was 
fabulous. I suspected that a glass of 2003 Cross- 
point pinot noir ($9/glass; $36/bottle) might 
be acidic enough for the sole, and it was, but I 
also expected more fruit. The J. Moreau Chablis 
($34), from the record-hot summer of 2003, 
ought to have been a richer wine for oysters. 
Instead it was classically tart Chablis. Good, not 
great, with oysters. The family-owned J. Moreau 
wines of the past are now made by a larger 
firm; Christian Moreau is the label to seek out 
for the richer style I remember. Tea ($2.50) is 
brewed loose in a metal pot; decaf coffee ($2.50) 
was somewhat bland but neither thin nor bitter. 

There are only five desserts, and they are 
familiar, but generally very good. My favorite 
here is the Boston cream pie ($7), which is 
nothing like Boston cream pie, of course, but 
a layered yellow cake cut into a cylinder with 
plenty of bitter-chocolate sauce and luxurious 
caramel sauce to enrich it. Grand Marnier 
créme briilée ($7) has little flavor of the orange 
liqueur, but fine version. And chocolate 
Mousse ($7) runs a little toward milk-chocolate 
flavor, like the best chocolate pudding 
you've had in years. The seasonal-berry tart 
($7) currently includes kiwi and giant black- 
berries and strawberries. The crust is more 
cookie dough than pie crust, and there 
thick layer of pastry cream, but it’s a tasty tart. 

Service at Eastern Standard was quite 
good, other than the valet betrayal. Our 
servers were enthusiastic and active. The 
wood floors and hard surfaces make bit 
noisy, and so the background track of jazz 
singing only semi-audible.
